THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST TURN- 
ING 1N HIS FAVOR. 

SINGS €OUNTY PROMISES HIM ITS SUPPORT 
—TAMMANY’S CHOICE—THE CLERKSHIP 
CANVASS—QUESTIONS OF CIVIL SERVICE. 

Avpany, Dec. 29.—To those who have 
Rlosely watched the course of Mr. Chapin’s 
Canvass for the Speakership it was no sur- 
prise to hear the public announcement to- 
night that the King’s County delega- 
tion would give him its full support. 
The tidings were brought by Col. Thomas 
Carroll and Mr. Fred Massey, who arrived 
On the late train to-night. The twain are on 
terms of intimacy with the Democratic lead- 
ers of Brooklyn, and reflect their opinions 
when they say that the sentiment of Kings 
is in sympathy with Mr. Chapin’s am- 
bitions. This sentiment ‘is of recent 
growth’ and may be due somewhat to the 
fact that the country members this year so 
outnumber those from the cities that the latter 
Bre practically robbed of their influence for or 
Rgainst a candidate. Then, too, the Kings 
members possess extraordinary powers 
of vision and aé_ reckless indifference 
to sentiment. To use their own language, 
“they know when to come in out 
of the cold.” In espousing Mr. Chapin’s 
tause they have recognized the _ inevit- 
fle, and have finally sought and ob- 
tained shelter. The four Albany mem- 
bers, the two from Rensselaer, two of 
the three from Mr. Cleveland’s own city and 
the eight from Kings will form a large nucleus 
about which will be clustered those country 
members who have already commited them- 
elves to Mr. Chapin. 

) The still hunt which Mr. Chapin and his 

‘friends have been conducting apparently is 

not without important results. Ali the indi- 

cations now point to his having very nearly a 

majority of the caucus on the first ballot. 

Forty-three votes constitute a majority. His 

most sanguine friends claim that hts vote 

will represent upward of 50 members. 

The tide, which has hitherto been running all 

one way, appears to bave been not only 

checked, but turned in the opposite direction. 

Very few of the politicians now in Albany, 

save the immediate friends of Mr. Benedict, 

who are sticking to him manfully, admit that 
they ever believed that anybody else but 

Chapin had a chance of securing the Speaker- 

ship, so shifting are the opinions ef this class of 

men. Mr. Chapin arrived in Albany from 

Boston this afternoon, and had been in the 

citr some hours belore his presence became 

pay known. He is opposed to the hotel 
1ead-quarters style of making a _  can- 

‘vass, and may yet conclude to con- 

duct his operations from his private 

residence in Jay-street, in which he has 
engeged quarters for the Winter. The room 
which he had engaged in advance at the 

Delavan was intended for the use of 

friends who are desirous ef witnessing 

the inauguration ceremonies. An_inci- 
dent which has tended to weaken the can- 
vass of Mr. Benedict is the sudden depart- 
ure from the city of one of his strongest 
workers, ex-Attorney-General Schoonmaker. 

The explanation is given that an important

veys the idea that Mr. Schoonmaker is not 
altogether satisfied with the munner in which 
the Benedict canvass has been conducted;

Supreme Court Judgeship of the Third Dis- 

trict. 

The arrival of Sachem Kearney, of Tamma- 
my Hall, this evening, lea to considerable gos- 
sip over the course which the Tammany nine 
were likely to take on the Speakership and 
Clerkship, Mr. Kearney, when questioned, 
admitted that Tammany would take no bel- 
ligerent course so tar as those two questions 
were concerned. He thought that the New- 
York delegates, 18 in number, would hold 
a caucus of their own, and there decide 
upon Gen. Spinola or some other member as 
the candidate to whom they would give a com- 
plimentary vote, That having been done, 
they would doubtless agree to close up 
their ranks and cast a solid vote for 
the best candidate who might be in 
the field when the general caucus is 
held. Chapin, he said, appeared to be the man 
who had the most strength, and he believed 
that eventually the solid vote of New-York 
would be cast for him. Such statements com- 
fing from a man who ranks next to 
John Kelly in his organization have 
their weight. A triangular contest 
between Gen. Spinola, Col. Murphy, and 
Major Haggerty for the honor of New-York’s 
complimentary voteis now in order, Although 
the three bear military titles, any struggle in 
which they may engage wiil be snorn of all the 
horrors of warlike operations. 

So far no opposition has been manifested 
toward Mr. Bunn in his canvass for the Clerk- 
ship. There has never been much doubt as to 
his success, but a gentleman named L. 
G. Pone, of Senator Rockwell’s county, 
has suddenly bobbed up. From all 
accounts this ex-member of the  Assem- 
bly—he once represented Essex County— 
does not occupy that high moral plane on 
which the Democratic leaders now insist that 
candidates must stand. Until the Senators 
from New-York and Kings arrive nothing 
positive can be learned with regard to the 
probable course that will be taken in the 
Senate. On general grounds, it is assumed 
that there will be a reorganization of the com- 
mittees and the removal of Clerk Vrooman, 
notwithstanding his fitness for the office he 
holds and the fact that he has always dis- 
charged its duties in the most intelligent 
and conscientious manner. It is not un- 
likely that the Democratic Senators will 
make baste slowly in his case, realizing that 
his removal will necessitate some awkward ex- 

lanations of what constitutes civil service re- 

orm froma Democratic standpoint, while a 
number of the Democratic Senators have ex- 
pressed doubt as to the propriety of his 
removal, and have even gone so far 
as to declare that they will no*% countenance 
it. Itis a fact thatthey are engaged in the 
effort to discover some way by which the 
Senate spoils can be delivered to their own 
followers without subjecting Mr. Cleveland 
and the party at large to any criticism. 

Mr. Cleveland is understood to have all 
along entertained civil service reform views 
pot unlike those of his distinguished towns- 
man, Sherman S. Rogers. Their reduction to 
practice, however, as_ illustrated in the 
case of the pardon clerk, can give Re- 
publican employes of the State very little 
encouragement. The faces of a number 
of members of the Legislature appeared to- 
day for the first time. G. B. Childs, of Sulli- 
van, was escorted thither by the bounding 
Beebe. Higgins, of Niagara; Cary, of 
Cattarau an intimate friend of Mr. 
Cleveland; Snyder, of Schoharie; Earl 
end Burns, of Kings, and Locke 
Republican, ot Warren, have all 
come tostay. Ex-Assistant Attorney-General 
W. B. Ruggles and Senator Baucus are also 
pmong the arrivals. Murphy, of New-York, 
ana Sheridan, of Kings, admit that they have 
small hopes of wielding the Speaker’s gavel 
this Winter, except on such occasions as Mr. 
Chopin may designate. 

Tne Executive Chamber has been set in or- 
Geragrinst the day of the bachelor Governor’s 
coming, whether it be to-morrow tmorning or 
the morning after. The new Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Farnsworth, bas been acting 
es a major domo in_ the neccessary 
housebold preparations. He early retained 
as housekeeper the elderly lady who has 
cfficiated as matron of the Globe Hotel of 
Albany, and everything under the Executive 
roof has been prepared for the distinguished 
eccupsnt, even down to the location of bis 
favorite shaving mug in friendly proximity to 
a handsome wardrobe mirror. 

Burra.o, Dec, 29.—Friends of Gov- 
ernor-elect Cleveland say the criticism of his 
appointssent of a pardon clerk to succeed 
Miggael is uccalled for. The appointment, 
they say, isa personal one. The pardon clerk 
is us much a member of the Governor's official

GOVERNOR-ELECT CLEVELAND. 
HIS MESSAGE ALL READY—HOW HE WILL 
BEGIN HIS NEW DUTIES. 

BuFFato, Dec. 28.—Governor-elect Cleve- 
land bas apparently been almost as much of a 
problem to the larger part of the intelligent 
pecple of Buffalo as he has been to the people 
of the rest of the State, who virtually knew 
nothing about him when he was nominated for 
Governor by the Democratic State Conven- 
tion. His quiet manner and dislike of display 
under all circumstances have preveated his 
being known except socially and in a business 
way, and the number of his social and business 
acquaintances is not large. But all who have 
ever known him at all like him, and he has 
won distinction enough as a lawyer to be very 
thoroughly respected by all members of the 
Bar. These two facts furnish the only cause 
for his present prominence in politics. He is 
as free from self-seeking as any man ever has 


been when he had reached the important sta- 
tion that Mr. Cleveland is now about to as- 
sume. 

When he was nominated for Mayor in 1881 
the nomination was recognized as a strong one 
for the reasons Ihave named. Many Kepub- 
licans who voted for him, however, because 
they were dissatisfied with their own party’s 
action and candidate were very much in 
the dark as to what course he would 
pursue, He was known to be an 
honest, intelligent, and popular man, 
and that was enough for election purposes. 
But when he had been inducted into office few 
“cet knew what to expect. He was not 

nown to be committed to any plan of reform 
beyond what his inaugural message comnaitted 
him, and no one knew what view of party ob- 
ligations he would take. He was so good- 
natured and peaceful a man that grave doubts 
were felt whether he would really make the 
fight that was plain it would be necessary to 
make against an always more or less cor- 
rupt Common Council. It is unnecessary 
now to say that he met the best ex- 
pectations. So far as has ever ap- 
peared, party considerations never swayed 
him in the least, and from the first test to the 
last his backbone always proved rigid enongh 
and his courage suflicient for every battle. Of 
course, much of his success in fighting cor- 
ruption in the City Government and much of 
the glory that has been accorded to him were 
due to the thoroughly aroused public opinion 
that watched and supported co at every 
step. Without this support, which was con- 
stantly stimulated by a vigilant press, almost 
unanimous in directing attention to abuses 
and the right way of correction, he could 
neither have succeeded nor won praise for his 
efforts. Itis only justice to his character as 
it has developed itself, however, to say that he 
must have tried to act an honorable part un- 
der_any circumstances. Having been put in 
office and had an important trust placed in his 
hands, he would have endeavoredfto be faith- 
ful to it under any circumstances. 

The best traits of his character are much 
more generally understood in Buffalo now 
than they were last September, when he was 
nominated for Governor. The people have 
watched and studied their fellow-townsman, 
and he has said and done several things 
himself which have given them a new 
insight. But there is no questioning the 
fact that there was then some doubt and _hesi- 
tation about him. The Republicans who were 
dissatisfied with the work of the Saratoga 
Convention ‘‘ did not know about?’ Cleveland. 
They had never looked upon him as being made 
of Gubernatorial timber. They liked him as 
Mayor, but Governor was quite another thing. 
The Civil Service Reform Association looked 
over their list of names and Mr. Cleveland’s 
name was not in it. This feeling of doubt 
showed itself all through the canvass. Many 
Republicans who decided that they would not 
vote for Folger went to see Mr. Cleveland to 
learn how he talked. To some of these visitors 
a local paper reports him as saying one day: 

“I can readily understand why a Republican 
should prefer a Republican Governor, other thins 
being equal. But so far as official acts are con- 
cerned, I do not know what Republicans have to 
fear from me. Iam not, and have never been, the 
intense partisan I have been represented to be. On 
the contrary, I have found my only success in pub- 
lic life in going straight ahead, actiag with direct- 
ness, and being open and above board in ali my 
doings. I have tried to serve the publio honestly, 
and have found that this is not only the best but 
the most popular courss. I don’t know why I 
should change this policy now or hereafter. In 
fact, I do not think I coulddo any differently. If I 
undertook to go into the sinuosities of partisan 
politics I should not know how to manage it; I 
should lose my bearings. I cannot think of taking 
any such course.”’ 

With such assurances and the additional one 
that his better and his general course of action 
furnished the feeling of doubt gradually wore 
away. But his managers were in a state of 
alarm up to the day of election lest this doubt- 
ing Republican element should find something 
to scare it away. 

Since the election Mr. Cleveland has grown 
steadily in public favor and confidence. His 
bearing has on all occasions been commend- 
able, The result seems not to have turned his 
head in the least. The magnitude of the ma- 
jority gratified him, but he showed little ela- 
tion. He greeted his callers as cordially and 
talked as frankly as beforeelection. When he 
spoke in public he showed an appreciation of 
the situation that gratified all his supporters. 
It began to appear that he was a man with 
character encugh to hold him steady under 
any circumstances that might arise. 

But though the prominence into which he 
was thrust had its serious embarrassments and 
disadvantages for so modest and, in some 
sense, so unpelished a man as Mr. Cleveland, it 
also had its positive advantages. His great 
majority was proof to everybody that he was 
dependent on no faction. No one could go to 
him with an air of authority to request the 
adoption of any policy or the appointment of 
any man. Even in the convention which nom- 
inated him, and where the only real work of 
making him Governor had to be done, bis sup- 
porters discreetly took the ground that 
he was the most available and _ best 
man, and they had no other argu- 
ment to offer. 
of bargains and deals, and not only strength- 
ened themselves immensely by this assump- 
tion of virtue, but left Mr. Cleveland in the 
best possible situation when the victory was 
won. Thetalk about making him President 
in 1884 also gave him a distinctadvantage. It 
was a hint to all factions and office-seekers 
that they could not afford to quarrel witha 
man of such promise of greatness, and made 
them modest about asking favors. While, 
therefore, he has had thousands of applications 
for office, the pressure has never been so severe 
from any quarter that he could not easily re- 
sist it. He has had no interests to satisfy ex- 
cept the interests of the whole people and no 
political debts to pay that required him to use 
the offices of the State to pay them. It has 
rested and still rests with himself to select the 
fittest men for office and mark out the wisest 
policy he is capable of, without let or hin- 
drance. Fortunately, be seems to have appre- 
ciated his advantage, ana is trying to make 
the best of it. Fortunately, too, for the peace 
of his conglomerate and altogether unlovely 
party, the Democratic factions have appre- 
ciated the strength of his position, and refrain 
from making a ‘dead set’’ for anything or 
anybody. Tammany Hall has been modest in 
asking favors, and the leaders of the opposing 
faction have restrained the greed of their foi- 
lowers almost equally well. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Message, which is now com- 
plete, will be given to the publicin a day or 
two. Its preperation has been much the hard- 
est work he has had to do, and he looked worn 
and weary on its completion. It was all pre- 
pared for the printer in his own handwriting, 
as he seems not to have had or desired the as- 
sistance of even anamanuensis, A good many 
suggestions have been offered him about it by 
that large and enthusiastic portion of the com- 
munity which seems to have nothing on its 
hands but to write letters to public men on 
questions they know nothing about, But for- 
tunately the law compels no one, not even a 
Governor-elect, to beed these su tions. 
There is not much doubt, however, that the 
Message will contain a good deal of reform 
talk. Among the suggestions, it 1s said, will be 
the abolition of the office of Canal Appraiser 
and the abolition of the State Board of Audit 
and the establishment of a court to do the 
business of both. About the. useless office of 
Canal Auditor rumor saith not. But wherever 
be has seen an opportunity to retrench and

reform it is understood that he has recom- 
mended action in that direction. 

It is probable that Mr. Cleveland will leave 
here Friday evening and arrive in Albany on 
Saturday morning. This is net known, how- 
ever, as he dreads the excitement and hullaba- 
loo which publicity would give to bis trip, and 
does not announce his movements. He thor- 
oughly dislikes to be the centre of curiosity for 
a crowd, and it will be quite as much the dicta- 
tion of his own quiet tastes as any desire for 
economy tbat will lead him to make not only 
the journey to Albany but the inauguration 
ceremonies as simple as possible, During his 
trip to Albany the latter part of November he 
became very tired of the crowds that sur- 
rounded him everywhere that his presence 
was known. ‘I could hardly avoid,” he said, 
in speaking of it, ** being rude to the people 
who crowded about.” At hotels where 
he stopped in Albany, Utica, and Syracuse 
he had to refuse to see callers, 
which was quite a new and unwelcome expe- 
rience tohim, Asshowing his slight acquaint- 
ance with public men and their ways, a stor 
is told of a trip he made to Albany last April 
to make an argument before Gov. Cornell in 
favor of commuting the sentence of a mur- 
derer who, was awaiting execution in this 
city. The criminal was entirely without 
money or friends, and his desolate con- 
dition more than any really’ miti- 
gating circumstances in his case moved 
Mr. Cleveland and a few other kind- 
hearted gentlemen to visit the Governor in his 
behalf. While enroute Mr. Cleveland is re- 

orted to havesaid: ‘‘ Well, [don’t know what 
shail say to this man (Gov. Cornell) when we 
et there. I have never seen alive Governor. 
don’t suppose we can talk to him as we would 
to the Court of Appeals, but what shall we 
say?’ Mr. Cleveland was, however, really at 
no loss for arguments, for the ground bad been 
carefully prepared in advance, and the argu- 
ment was very forcible and effeetive. Ad- 
verse as Gov. Cornell was to pardons and com- 
mutations, he consented in this case to com- 
mute the sentence to imprisonment for life. 

How far Mr. Cleveland will be able to over- 
come his lack of experience by hard work and 
close application to the duties of his office re- 
mains to be seen. But a good character, sound 
principles, and a persistent determination to 
do his work thoroughly, understandingly, and 
independent of all ontward influences should at 


least secure his administration against ca-" 


lamity. 
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THE NEW-YORK COLLECTORSHIP. 


PETITIONS IN CIRCULATION FOR TNE AP- 
POINTMENT OF MR. M. W. COOPER. 

WasuHineton, Dec. 29.—It is reported 
here that petitions asking for the appointment 
of Mr. M. W.Cooper as Collector of the Port of 
New-York are being circulated for signatures 
among the merchants and business men gen- 
erally of New-York City. And it is further 
hinted that Mr. Cooper has received assur- 
ances from the Administration that, if his pe- 
tition receives a sufficiently numerous and re- 
spectable recognition from the best peo- 
ple of the Metropolis, the  apnlica- 
tien will be favorably considered by 
the President. There is no doubt that 
the petitions spoken of are being circulated by 
Mr. Cooper’s friends. The evidence is too di- 
rect to admit of denial. A dozen people have 
mentioned the matter within the last two or 
three days, and this circumstance calls to mind 
a few facts connected with tue early days of 


the Administration of the late President Gar- 
field. Some time before the Hon. William H. 
Robertson’s!name wassent to the Senate foricon- 
firmation as Collector of the Port of New-York, 
the friends of Senator Conkling were active in 
pushing the claims of Mr. Cooper for the Col- 
lectorship, but just then Mr. Cooper did not 
see his way clear to accepting the proffered 
honor, or, as it was stated, any other position 
in the gift of the then President. Mr. Cooper's 
most intimate friends gave out that he was a 
presperous merchant, with an income 
considerably larger than the salary 
and perquisites belonging to the office of 
Collector of New-York, and that he had 
no desire to become entangled in the practical 
politics of the Nation or of the Empire State. 
Accordingly, Senator Conkling and the New- 
York politicians selected another gentleman 
as their candidate for the coveted place, and 
would undoubtedly havo presented his name 
to President Warfield had not Judge Robertson 
been selected, very much to their disappoint- 
ment and disgust, as all the world knows, Some 
curiosity is expressed as to why Mr. Cooper 
should have so materially changed his views 
in regard to the matter within about 18 
months. Mr. Cooper, so far as the world 
knows, is still a prosperous merchant, with an 
income undoubtedly considerably greater than 
it wasin April, 1881. The political situation 
can hardly be considered less trying now than 
it was then. So the disposition to ask ques- 
tions in connection with the present move- 
ment is both lively and widespread.

MR. OLMSTEAD'S NOMINATION. 

WasuHineoton, Dec. 29.—The sub-commit- 
tee to which the Olmstead nomination was re- 
ferred has not decided to report it favorably 
to the full committee, although statements to 
the contrary have been published here and 
sent to the press of the country. This sub- 
committee consists of Senator Rollins and Gor- 
men. Mr. Rollins said to-day that no agres- 
ment to report favorably had been reached. 
The sub-committee had not had a conference 


on the subject. From a report of statements 
made to-day by Mr. Kollins published 
in an afterneon paper, it appears that he 
is in favor of amending the law so as to 
allow the President to select for Commissioners 
persons not residing in the District, because 
the people, he says, have been remarkably suc- 
cessful in proving persons who have been nom- 
inated in the District to be rascals and scoun- 
drels, The members of the committee have not 
yet examined all of the protests and other 
documents filed against Mr. Olmstead. It is 
probable that the nomination will be reported 
to the full committee next Thursday without 
recommendation, and that the charges pre- 
ferred will be considered by the full committee.

THE CHANGES IN THE TARIFF BILL, 

Wasuineton, Dec. 29.—Mr. John L. 
Hayes, President of the Tariff Commission, is 
in the city, and has made some remarkable 
statements about the work of the Ways and 
Means Committee. Hisattention was directed 
to-day by areporter to the changes made in 
the commission’s bill by the committee, and he 
declared that the committee was doing just 
what the commission would have done if 
time had permitted. ‘‘ They are putting in 
an article here and there,” said he, ‘‘and com- 
pleting the classification, rather than material- 
ly changing the rates recommended by the 
commission.’’? He did not regard the changes 
made as reflecting upon the commission’s 
work, because they were quite necessary and 
proper. Mr. Hayes seems confident that the 
committee’s revision of the commission’s bill 
will become a law at this session, and suggests 
that unnecessary delay in the House can be 
prevented ** by caucuses or in some way.”’

THE FIGHT AGAINST THE LAW IN 
IRELAND. 

MR. BIGGAR’S CASE—MARWOOD ASKS FOR 
ASSISTANCE—MR. DAVITT DENOUNCES 
EARL SPENCER AND THE JUDGES. 

Dus tin, Dec. 29.—Edmond Leamy, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Waterford City, will de-

Cork, Dec. 29.—The prisoners Poff and Bar- 
rett, under sentence of death for the murder of 
Farmer Browne, have been removed to Tralee. 

New-Ross, Dec. 29.—The Mayor of Wex- 
ford, who is the proprietor of a local paper, 
has been sentenced to five weeks’ imprison- 
ment for having published a portion of a re- 
port of a meeting of the Ladies’ League calcu-

Mr. Davitt, in his speech last night at Lime- 
house, said Dublin Castle was now the fortress 
to which, constitutionally speaking, the politi- 
cal ascendency of the landlords had been 
forced to retire, There, he said, they 
would make efforts, by the exercise of 
the powers which they still possessed, to 
regain the political influence of which 
the Land League had deprived them, 
Unless Earl Spencer, the Lord Lieutenant, 
changed his tactics, the time would come 
when even Englishmen would demand his 
recall. The highest to the meanest Justice 
of the Peace in Ireland belonged to the 
landlord class. So long as England tolerated 
political judges, so long would the Irish

It is 
understood that Mr. Halstead is to be the editor of 
the consolidated paper and Mr. Smith the business 
manager. Both gentlemen appear to be in excel- 
lent spirits over the arrangement, and they are 
said to have faith that at this time of life they can 
get along together in peace. 

The Commercial has a capital stock of $235,000 
and the Gazette of $150,000. The stock of 
each concern will be put into the new 
consolidation upon a valuation to be de- 
termined by the respective earnings of 
the two papers for a specified time. There is a 
report eurrent to-night that political infiu- 
ences were brought to bear to secure the 
consolidation.

A CLEVERLY PLANNED SWINDLE. 
EDR ES ITE 
HOW NEW-YORK JEWELRY HOUSES WERE 
CHEATED—THE SWINDLERS ENJOINED. 
CxHicaGo, Dec. 29.—Judge Gardner issued an 
injunction last night at the suit of E. Ira Richards 
& Co., of New-York City, against John Rosenbaum, 
Albert Felsenthal, and Constable William Van 
Buren, of Chicago, with a view te putting a stop to 
an alleged ‘swindle which had been planned by 
Rosenbaum and Felsenthal. The complainants say 
that Resenbaum,on Nov. 8, by fraudulent repre- 
sentations induced them to sell him on credit $1,070 
worth of jewelry. On the same day he get on 


credit from other jewelry houses enough more 
to make up a stock worth $5,000. He then 
returned to Chicago, bringing the jewelry with 
him. The complainants say they have discovered 
that Rosenbaum has no store or place of business 
here, and that he boarded with Alfred Felsentkal. 
They have learned that before he went to New- 
York to purchase goods he gave judgment notes 
amcunting to severalthousand dollars to his friend 
Felsenthal, without being paid any consideration 
whatever. As soon as be came back he de+osited 
$1,800 worth of the jewelry with the Merchants’ 
National Bank, and gave $1,400 of it to a traveling 
salesman named H. Labusky, to sell for him be- 
tween Caicago and St. Louis. 

Labusky started on his tour, and soon afterward 
wrote to Rosenbaum that he had gembled away 
the jewelry committed to him and that Rosenbaum 
would never see him again. Rosenbaum then went 
before Justice Prindciville and confessed juagment 
in favor of Felsenthal on four two-hundred-dollar 
notes, for which no consideration had been paia. 
Felseuthal then swore out forthwith executions 
and put them into the hands of Constable Van 
Buren, who levied cn the jewelry in the bank and 
advertised thatit would be sold to-day. The com- 
plainants claim that the proceedings are a conspir- 
acy to beat them and the other New-York houses 
out of their jewelry, and aceordingly aeked and 
procured an injunction restraining the constable 
trom proceeding with the sale to-day, and restrain- 
ing Felsenthal from negotiating or suing any of his 
alleged iil-gotten judgment notes.

YALE COLLEGE FINANCES, 

New-Haven, Dec. 29.—The annual report 
of the Treasurer of Yale College for the year ended 
July 31, 1882, bas just been published. *The univer- 
sity funds amount to $448,491 68, an increase of 
about $22,000. The income from these funds was 
$53,448 44. The total amount of the academic 
funds is $795,845 05, yielding an income of $17',- 
536 70, out of which several thousand dollars in au- 
nuities was paid. The expenses of the depart- 
ment were $166,799 76, of which $84,330 was 
paid in salaries to instructors and $6,000 for 
scholarships. The funds of the theological de- 
partment amount to $321,031 18, of which over 
$40,000 is for scholarships. ‘The income o’ 
the department was $27,714 02 fromjinvestments of 
the fund, and the expenditures were $27,633 20, 
The Sheffield Scientific School has a fund of $141,- 
263 64. The income from this fuad was $1.545, but 
donations, tuition: fees, laborator7 receipts, and 
the income from the State agricultural fund, 
$7,910. increased the receipts of the vear 
to $51,856 06. The expenses of the school 
were $56.944 45. The Medicul College 
fund is $28,898 14. The receipts from 
all sources, chiefly tuitious, were $6,158 73, and the 
expenses $8,020 74. The only fund of thelaw de- 
partment is the library fund of $10,000, yielding an 
income of $600. The receipts for tuition were 
$7,333 47 and the expenditures $7,924 24. The ag- 
gregate of all the fonds was $1.826.532 69. The 
pees of the university are in excess of its income, 
especiaily in the ecademic, setentific, medical, and 
law departments. 
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IMPORTANT ADMIRALTY DECISION. 
Boston, Dec. 29.—On an appealed case in 
admiralty, Judge Lowell, in the United States 
Court, to-day rendered a decision cf great interest 
to parties engaged in chartering vessels as well as 
to owners of elther ship orecargo. The case was 
as follows: In the Winter of 1830 the bark John H + 


Pearson was chartered by Luigi Fili Berto.and 
others to bring from Palermo a cargo of oranges 
and lemyns to Boston, where she arrived May 2, 
1881, with hercargo badly damaged. The charter 
specified that the vessel should take the northern 
passage. Plaintiffs in the above suits claimed that 
she teok the middle passage, and that therefore 
the owners were responsible forthe damage. The 
lower court ruled that tie northern passage was 
not specified in the charter, and that, therefore, 
the Captain was entitled to much latitude in con- 
struing the terms. Judge Lowell affirms the de- 
cree of the lower court.

orders of Gen. Pope, the consequent defeat of; 
the Union Army in the second battle of Bull’ 
Run, and the disobedient commander’s escape 
from the extreme penalty which many read< 
ers of history believe he merited, had not lost 
its power to interest many listeners. The am 
pearance in print of Gen. Grant as an advox 
cate of Porter’s restoration has irritated Mr.; 
Logan. This irritation has impelled Mr. Lo< 
gan to express his views very bluntly, al 
though he has never spoken of Gen. Grant’s 
recently published judgment on the case of 
Porter as if he desired to enter into any 
personal controversy with the late Gen- 
eral of the Army. There is no doubt 
that many of the listeners who thronged 
the chamber to-day were present in 
expectation of hearinga harsh denunciation of 
Gen, Grant. The were disappointed; but no 
one: who heard Mr. Logan could avoid tha 
conciusion that he believes he has studied the 
testimony before the original court-martial 
and before the later court of inquiry more 
carefully than Gen. Grant: bas done, and that 
he is determined that no feeling of mere good- 
fellowship shall control the Senate in revers 
ing the verdict of the court-martial that wag 
approved by President Lincoln if he can pre- 
vent it. ' 

It was 1:30 o’cleck when Mr. Logan began., 
All the galleries were filled except the blue- 
lined tiers of seatsset apart for the diplomatic 
corps. Mrs. Logan sat witha party of friends 
in the gallery reserved for the use of members: 
of Senators’ families. Mr. Logan moved his 
books of reference and his papers from the 
front row, in which he usually sits, to the seat 
on the centre aisle formerly occupied by Sena~ 
tor Conkling. Mr. David Davis, who was 
an attentive listener from the opening 
ot the speech until its interruption by 
an Executive session, sat comfortably 
in one of the solidly-built mahogany 
chairs just opposite Mr. Logan, with 
his gaitered feet confidingly entrusted to the 
support of another mahogany chair. When- 
ever Mr. Logan had occasion to refer to a 
paper required to sustain his assertions as to 
the facts of the case, he did it lg as a 
man familiar with the subject. he state- 
ment of the law governing officers was not 
materially different trom that in his last great 
speech on the same subject. His treatment of 
the facts was freshened, and Gen. Grant’s 
criticisms had given him an _  oppor- 
tunity to show that Gen. Grant had 
always expected the most implicit obe- 
dience of orders, and that he had 
repeatedly undertaken, and _ performed 
marches in the face of obstacles compared 
with which those that Porter says confronted 
him were insignificant. When Mr. Logan 
spoke of an officer very high in authority in 
the Army of the United States, to whom he 
had put the question what he would have done 
with a corps commander who had asked his! 
superior to clear a road for him so that the! 
orders of his superior might be obeyed, the} 
whisper went around the chamber, ** That’s! 
Gen. Sheridan,” and there was an audible 
smile when he repeated the answer that he 
would ** put him out to dry nurse,”’ 

Senator McPherson, who had early in the 
day directed Mr. Logan’s attention to the fact 
that Mr. Sewell was absent, would have done 
well if he had been satisfied with Mr. Logan’s 
blunt reply that he would only speak as it Mr- 
Sewell was present orabsent. Mr. McPherson 
did not appear to be equipped for a bout with 
Mr. Logan, and when, toward the close of the 
Illinois Senator’s remarks, he undertook to 
make some suggestions be was greeted with 
the reply that ‘‘the great wilitarv genius 
of the Senator from New-Jersey” overwhelmed 
the speaker. Mr. McPherson saw fit to per-1 
sist, and at last, as if to force Mr. Logan to 
make an invidious discrimination against Gen. 
Grant, by preferring the te-timony of a Cap- 
tain who had testified that Porter could have 
moved as ordered, drove Mr. Logan to the 
utterance of several very caustic sentences. 
When Mr. McPherson, with the air of a man 
who fancies he has said his best thing, remind- 
ed Mr. Logan that Gen. Grant’s word had 
very recently been high authority on many 
subjects, Mr. Logan turned quickly toward 
him, ran his left hand through his black locks, 
to toss them from his forehead, and in ringin 
tones declared that anv Senator who woul 
receive the testimony of President, King, or 
Captain, in this case, instead of making up his 
mind from bis own examination of the testi- 
mony taken, did not deserve to be a Senator; 
and, as if to give his opponent a parting shot, 
the echoes of which would be heard for many a 
day, he conciuded: **1f you want toknow what 
I believe, ask me; if anybody wants to know, 
what you believe, ask Grant.” This palpable; 
hit elicited a roar of laughter, not only from: 
the galleries but from the Senators on the 
floor. Mr. McPherson was robbed sf an oprer- 
tunity to reply by a motion for an executive 
session. Mr. Logan will resume his speech om 
Tuesday, and he expects to finish it in about 
au hour and a half.

SENATOR LOGAN’S SPEECH. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The Senate, af 1:40 
to-day, proceeded to consider the bill for the relief 
of Fitz John Porter. Mr. Logan made an argu- 
ment in opposition to the bili. Hesaid he knew it 
was hard for Senators to have to djsten at every 
session to long debates on this subject, but so long 
as he held a place inthe Senate he should -feel it 
his duty to oppose this measure. The bill proposed 
that Congress should review the actton of a court 
martial and determine whether its decision 
was correct upon the law and the facts. 
If the decision of the court-martial was correct, 
Congress certainly ought not to put Mr. Porter vack 
intothe Army. If the decision was wrong Con- 
gress undoubtedly has aright to reinstate bim in 
the Army, but it still has no right to review the ac- 
tion of the court-martial. Since the last debate 
upon this case the President had remitted so much 
of the judgment as disqualified Porter from hold- 
ing any office of trust or profit. and the question 
now was whether Congress should review the av- 
tion of the court. There were two general 
questions in the case—one ot law, the other 
of fact. An attempt had been made to 
justiiy Porter’s conduct by an alleged Napoleonia 
maxim, that the erder of acommanding offieer is 
not necessarily to be obeyed unless heis present 
and observing the situation. This was not the 
law, nor wzs it Napoleon's idea, because one of his 
leading maxims was that where the General wag 
not present to give orders, each corps commander 
should march to the sound of the enemy’s guns. 
Upon the question of obedience to orders, Mr. 
Logan cited de Hart as saying that “hesitaney in 
the execution of a military erder is clearly, under 
most circumstances, a serious offense and would 
subject one to severe penalties, and actual dis- 
obedience of an order isa crime, against which 
is denounced the extreme penalty of death. Ig 
every case in which an order is not -clearly 
in derogation of some right or obligation created 
by law, the command of the superior must meet 
with unhesitating, instant obedienee.”” And th 
article of war under which Porter was oondeamata 


provides that an officer who oS any lawful 


command of his superior officer, shall suffer death 
= <ceunenaee punishment as a court-martial may

Mr. Logan then argued in support of his views 
heretofore announcved—that the Schofield board 
which reviewed the Porter case was without au- 
therity of law. Gen. Pope had been criticised for 
not having appeared before that board. If 
he (Mr. Logan) been subpenaed be 
fore it he would have declined to appeas 
and would have let the President now 
he had no authority to constitute the board, 
In reading their report, he found it difficuit to te 
whether they were trying Porter or Gen. Pope, 
it showed clearly they had not read 





record. They sald that the order to attack, sent to 
Porter, was an order to attack Jacksen’s right flank, 
though the order says nothing about Jackson, but 
directs an attack on ‘*the right flank orrearof the 
enemy,” which was, in facet, commanded by Long- 
street. Gen. Grant had fallen into the same error. 
The board said also that ‘‘ Porter’ssubordinate and 
wise conduet that eyening saved ‘the Union army.” 
That meait,that when the whole Confederate force, 
except a few brigades, was attacking Pope's 32,000 
men. Porter lying by with 14,000 men with arms 
stacked saved the Unionarmy! Saved it from what? 
Not from being beaten, for it was beaten. Upon this 
principle, if the whole Union army .had stacked 
arms, nobody would have been hurt. [Laughter.] 

‘he board went upon the theory that the reports 
npon which the court-martial convicted Portor 
were those of the 30th of August instead of the 
29th, and that the reports of the Confederate Gen- 
erals, Lee, Longstreet, Stuart, and Rosser, should 
read the 30th end not the 29th, as they did read. In 
fact, no man familiar with the case could avoid the 
ronelusion that the board paid no attention to the 
evidence or that they perverted and distorted it in 
every possible way. Boards, like other people, 
were affected sometimes bv strange influences, and 
there was a curious fact that ought to be stated in 
connection with this one. At the time the 
board was organized Gen. MoDowell was 
of age to retire, and Gen. Pope was the next rank- 
ing officer, but two of the members of the board 
were applicants tor the place. Of course that did 
not afiect their judgment in any way; yet, strange 
to say, up to the time when Pope was nominated 
and confirmed, there was a constant war waged 
upou him, with the view of breaking him down, so 
that somebody else should get the place to which 
he was entitled. The members of the board being 
honorable gentlemen could not, of course, have 
had anything to do with this; but as Pope was 
now in the place, the attacks would probably 
cease. 

In the attempt to make a case for Porter every 
great name, living and dead, was ‘‘rung in,” and it 
had been stated that President Lincoln repented of 
having approved of the finding of the court-martial, 
aud intended to give Porter a new trial. Mr. Lincoln 
was too good a lawyer not to know that he had no 
power to grant a new trial, and as to his allegea 
repentance, the best evidence was the testimony 
of Robert Lincoln that his father had talked with 
him about the case, and had said that, in his 
opinion, it was one which would have justified a 
sentence of death. The statement had been made, 
also, that Gen. Garfield had repented of his action 
asamember of the court-martial, but it was un- 
true, for, as late as February, 1880, long after this 
board had made its report, Garfield conversed 
with him (Mr. Logan) about the case, and was pre- 
paring a speech to be deiivered in the House in 
opposition to tho relief bill. He had also written a 
letter to Gen. Cox, of Ohio, (which Mr. Logan had 
read by the Clerk,) stating that he had been so 
stunned by the decision of the Schofield Board that 
he eould hardly trust himself to speak of it as it 
appeared to him. 

Returning from his digression, Mr. Logan said 
that the law being as he had stated it, the only 
question remaining was one of fact—namely, 
whether Porter did obey, or try to obey, the order 
of the commanding General. Before discussing 
the action of Porter, Mr. Logan read his two 
letters to Gen. Burnside as showing his 
animus toward Pope and McDowell, and 
in connection with this he intimated that the de- 
feat of McDowell at the first battle of Bull Run was 
due to Porter’s action in dissuading Gen. Patterson 
from attacking Joe Johnston in the valley of Vir- 
ginia. McDowell was defeated by Johnston mov- 
ing over from Winebester and attacking him on 
the flank, and if the attaok had been made by Pat- 
terson it weuld have kept Johnston in the valley. 
So it might be said with truth that Fitz John Porter 
caused the loss of both the battles of Bull Run, just 
because the Union Army in each case was com- 
manded by a Western man. The fact was that Mc- 
Cleilan, Porter, and several others who coula be 
named formed a little coterie of regular Army ofli- 
cers in the Army of the East. One of them was to 
be President and the others were to be God only 
knows what, but it was understood among them, 
even asearily as the first battle of Bull lun, that 
no Western man should command the Eastern 
Army. 

Speaking of Porter’s failure to obey Pope’s order 
to march for Bristow Station at 1 o’cioek in the 
morning, Mr. Logan contended that the excuses 
given for it were futile and ridiculous, and that it 
was aclear case of willful disobedience. One of 
the excuses was that the road was incumbered 
with wagons, and Porter himself said that he had 
sent a couple of officers to ask Gen. Pope to have 
the wagons removed. You may search military 
history, said Mr. Logun, trom Cyrus and Alexander 
down tothe present time and this is the only in- 
stance you will find where a subordinate ever sent 
word to his superior officer to clear the way for him 
s0 that he could move. [Laughter.] And there never 
was 2 commanding officer, except Gen. Pope, who 
would not have removed a subordinate from his 
command for sending him such a message. He 
bad recently asked a gentleman very high in the 
Army. and under whom he had served in the West, 
what he thought would have been done to him (Mr. 
Logan) if he had sent to his commanding officer to 
move wagons out of his wav, and the distinguished 
gentleman had replied: ‘‘ Weli, [think you would 
have been put out toa dryjnurse.” [Laughter. | 
Yet Mr. Porter. in command of 14,000 men, could 
pot move unless Gen. Pope and his aids would 
rome and move the wagons for him. [Laughter.} 
To show how Porter dealt with this order to 
march at 1 o'clock, Mr. Logan rerd a letter re- 
eeived by him from Col. Berdan, (of Berdan’s 
Sharp-shooters,) now in Turkey, to the effect that 
Gens. Porter and Butterfield had an understanding 
that the order was not to be obeyed, and that the 
order given by Porter tostartat 3 was not to be 
carried out, and that when he, (Berdan,) in igno- 
rance of this understanding, started his men at 
B o'clock, there was not a light or a moving man to 
be seen in the Fifth Corps. But one of the world’s 
military chiefs (Gen. Grant) had said recentiy that 
Porter could not move because the road was ob- 
structed. That great commander, Mr. Logan said, 
held a different opinion upon the sudject of 
marching in spite of obstacles when he led 
pur armies iu the field, and in support 
of the statement he read from Badeau’s Milisary 
History several instances of forced marches made 
or ordered by Gen. Grant, one being a case where 
the troops had bad little or no rest tora week. ‘‘A 


friend now sits before me, said Mr. Logan, (point- | 


ing to Senator Miller, of California.) who marched 
one rainy night with 6,000 men to oppose 60,000, 
and beld them there until the General could come 
to his relief.” |Murmurs of applause.] 

Mr. Hoar sai 
Gen. Grant did not agree asto the facts, and he 
wished to ascertain which person was correct. 
Gen. Grant's statement was, that by starting at 3 
o’cloek instead of at 1 Gen. Porter could have his 
men at their destination by daylight, in better con- 
dition for service; and also, that there was only 
one narrow road, instead of three, as stated by 
Mr. Logan; and that the aide-de-camp who brought 
the order to Porter was three hours on the way. 

Mr. LoGan insisted that his statement was sus- 
tained by the testimony in the case. The tronble 
with Gen. Grant’s article was that it did not state 
the facts of the ease. 

Mr. McPxserson said Gen. Grant stated as one 
reason for favoring the pending bill that the 
mounted officer who brought this orderto Gen. 
Porter was three hours upon the road in daylight, 
owing to its obstructed condition, and he asked 
Mr. Logan whether this was or was not true. 

Mr. Logan replied thatif the officer was three 
hours on the way it was probably because he was 
not ina hurry, asthe order did net require Gen. 
Porter to march till 1 o’ciock, and Capt. DeKay, who 
earried it, arrived at 9:30 o0’clock. As to the state- 
ment referred to by Mr. MsPherson, that there 
were about 2,000 wagons on the road, Mr. Logan 
said every Army man knew that it would be im- 
possible to put 2,000 wagons upon nine miles of 
road. 

Mr. McPurrson—Upon one of those Virginia 
roads 1,000 feet wide? 

Mr. Loean—Oh, then, it was a bigger road than 1 
thought it was. 

Mr. McPuerson—I think the Senator ought to 
correct his arithmetic a little. 

Mr. Logan—Now, that is a curious phase of this 
matter. It wasa big road for wagons, put a little 
road for men. |Laughter.] Mr. Logan said fur- 
ther that the evidence of a certain Captain who 
marched his company along the road that nigkt to 
Bristow station showed that there was no obstruc- 
tion on it. 

Mr. McPrerson—Do I understand that the Sen- 
ator from lilinois prefers to believe the testimony 
of this Captain, whom he does not name, rather 
than the statement of Gen. Grant? The time is not 
very far gone when Gen. Grant’s testimony was 
pretty good testimony before the people of this 
country upon any subject. 

Mr. Locaxn—Now, Mr. President, the Senator 
can’t get me into any quarrel with Gen. Grant, 
and it comes with very bad grace from the Sen- 
rtor to make the remarks he does make in refer- 
ence to this matter. I have said nothing disre- 
spectful of Gen. Grant. I have only said that he is 
mistaken in this case and that the evidence shows 
it. And when the Senator asks whether I prefer to 
believe somebody else rather than Ger. Grant I 
answer that I prefer to believe the sworn statement 
of men who were on the ground. 

Mr. McParrson—Gen. Grant avers that Gen. 
Porter was entirely justified in exercising bis own 

udgment in this matter, because the order shows 

hat he was not to take part in any battle when he 
arrived, but was oniy to pursue the fiying enemy. 

Mr. Loean—The great military genius of the Sen- 

ator from New-Jersey overwhelms me. Porter was 
not to obey the order to moye, because he was not 
required to fight, but merely to pursue the enemy ! 
How could he pursue the enemy if he was not 
there to pursue bim’ [Laughter.] How could ko 
pursue an enemy, if he did not move toward him, 
or did not move at all? As to Gen. Grant’s article, 
{ have answered it in a letter, and I leave the 
pountry to judge asto who has the best founda- 
tion fer his opinion. I will merely say now that 
any Senator who will accent the statement of 
President, or King, or Captain, not based upon 
jestimony, rather than his own judgment, isa man 
whose judgment does not operate for itself, and if 
you wish to get his judgment upon any subject, 
you must ask net him, but the man who makes 
sim think so. ITamnot that kind of a man. If 
you want to kaow whatI believe,ask me. If you 
want to know what you believe, ask Grant. 
jLaughter.] 

At 4 0’clock Mr. Logan vielded for a motion to go 

Into executive session. Soon after, the doors were 
reopened and the Senate adjourned to Tuesday.

AN ENGINE FALLS FROM A TRESTLE: WORK— 
THREE BOYS DROWNED. 

Pottstown, Penn., Dee. 29.—At the furnace 
of the Pottstown Iron Company this morning a 
shifting engine belonging to the Reading Rail- 
road Company fell through a trestle-work 
14 feet high. Edward Manning, firemarm, was 
badly scalded, and his recovery is doubtful. Harry 
Black, the engineer, is very seriously injured. The 
trestle belonged to the Iron Company, by whom 
it was built, and was used for unloading 
coal and ore for their furnace. The accident 


occurred without a moment's warning. The en- 
gine is now lying upside dewn, and hundreds of 
people have flocked to the scene of the disaster. 
LAFAYETTE, Ind., Dec. 29.—The rear coach 
of a train on the Lake Erle and Western Railroad, 
while entering the city to-night, was thrown 
from the track by a breken flange, fell on its 
side, and took fire at both ends. The car 
contained 30 passengers, many of whom were cut 
and bruised, but no lives were lost. A stream of 
water near by enabled the men to extinguish 
the flames. Rose Gordon, of Lafayette, her 
wrist broken: Miss’ 8S. 8. Knowles. 
of Bloomington, Ill., was injured inthe side. The 
clothing of Mrs. B. Stuart, of Brookston, caught 
ve but was extinguished before she was seriously 
urned, 


Boston, Dee. 29.—This afternoon, while a 
por of boys were playing on the ice ina brook, 
n Hyde Park, the ice broke, and five of them were 
precipitated into the water. A colored man 
named Bond attempted to rescue the boys, 
but they cluagso tenaciously to him that he could 
neither get out nor help them, and would proba- 
bly have been drowned if Edward O’Connell had 
not come to the rescue. Jobn Burns. aged 7 years, 
Chrariles Burns. aged 9, and John Carney, aged 7 
years, were drowned. A brother of the Burns boys 
and John Tierney were sayed in an exhausted 
condition.

report of the causes assigned. An interesting legal 
action is anticipated. The Fire Commissioners 
claim that the fault of frozen mains and other 
defects are chargeable to the Buffalo Water Com- 
missioners, and that the losses sustained are in a 

great measure the faults of that body. 


A fire occurred last night in the malleable 
iron works of Burrow, Stewart & Milne, at Ham- 
iiton, Ontario, caused by the bursting of a small 
kiln in the japanning-room. Patterns and fins 
machinery were destreyed. The fire was confined 
to ig third floor. The loss is $30,000; fully in- 
sured. 


The house of Judge Bangs, County Judge of 
Genesee County, was completely gutted by fire, at 
Leroy, N, Y., early yesterday morning. His library 
was saved. The loss is $20,000; insurance, $15,000.

AFFAIRS OF THE FLINT MIL? 

FALL RIveEr, Dec. 29.—The stockholders of 
the Flint Mill, which was recently burned, met this 
atternoon to hear and act upon a reportof the Di- 
rectors upon the question of building a new mill. 
The Treasurer read a statement showing the fol- 
lowing assets and Jiabilities: Fixed property, (real 
estate, Assessor’s valuation, boiler-house, mill 
foundation, engine, boiler, &c.,) estimated at $106,- 
100: quick assets, $76.776. Total assets, $182.876; 
liabilities, $234,900. It was stated that a represen- 
tative appointed by the mill and representatives of 
the insurance companies were unable to agree over 
certain matters, the adjustment of which had been 
left toa Referee.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
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BREAKING MANHA?TTAN’S GRASP. 
AN INJUNCTION OBTAINED AGAINST THE 
MERGER AGREEMENT OF THE ROADS. 

By what is known as the ‘‘merger agree- 
ment,”” made Nov. 14, 1881, by Jay Gould and his 
able allies, Cyrus W. Field and Russell Sage, as the 
Presidents of the three roads, the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway was to absorb the New-York by is- 
suing first preferred stock for its capital stook, with 
a bonus of $10 a share, and the Metropolitan by is- 
suing second preferred stock for its capita! stock, 
with no bonus. Only 3,496 shares of Metropolitan 
out of 65,000 were ever surrendered for Manhattan 


second preferred. Mr. Gould and his associates in 
Manhattan decided to pay the dividend due on Jan. 
2 only to those holders of Metropolitan who had 
exchanged their steck for Manhattan second pre- 
ferred, and made the question of land damages a 
plea for withholding the amount due on un- 
surrendered Metropolitan. Gen. Francis O. Bar- 
low, as the attorney of the Metropolitan, 
and Sylvester H. Kneeland, — its President, 
the plaintiffs, went before Judge Noah Davis, 
at the Supreme Court, yesterday, and asked for an 
order restraining the Manhattan and New-York 
Companies, which were made the defendants, from 
carrying out the plan of the merger agreement, 
and enjoining the Manhattan from paying a divi- 
dend on its second preferred, issued for Metropoll- 
tan, unless it paid a similar dividend to Metropoli- 
tan holders who had not eonverted their shares 
into the second preferred. Gen. Barlow also asked 
that the Manhattan should be perpetually enjoined 
from keeping Metropolitan surrendered and con- 
verted stock, or the certificates thereof, uncan- 
ecled, or from acting or voting as a Metropolitan 
stockholder. 

Gen. Barlow, in his appeal. said that the Di- 
rectors had no power, without the assent of the 
stockholders. to make the agreement. ‘rhis argu- 
ment applied also to the agreement of Oct. 22, 
1881, by which the rental of the New-York and Me- 
tropolitan was reduced from 10 to 6 per cent. each, 
and the payment to the latter road made subject 
to the ability to first pay the former. 
act, it was argued, was a fraud on the part 
of the’ Metropolitan Directors comprising 
the board which performed the act. since 
seven of them—a majority—were also Directors 
of the Manhattan. Their personal interests, too, 
were largely in the Manhattan and against the 
Metropolitan. .Again, the Manhattan Company 
was not a lessee in the meaning of the Jaw about 
leases, as it had no road of its own, and the law 
only contemplated traffic arrangements. The 
merger agreement was void, because it attempted 
to deprive Metropolitan stockholders of dividends 
unless they converted their stock into Manhattan 
second preferred, while the law expressly provided 
that any holder who did not see fit to surrender or 
convert his stock should be in no way affected. 
Besides, the Manhattan forfeited its charter by its 
taiure to begin the construction of its road and ex- 
pend on it 10 per cent. of its capital in five years. 
It was recited that Mr. Kneelana held over 20,000 
shares of the Metropolitan, A majority of the 
stock of the New-York had been converted, but at 
least 15,000 shares had not been, and the holders re- 
sisted the execution of the merger agreement. The 
entire history of the elevated agreement and the 
manner in which the Manhattan obtained posses- 
sion and operated the Metropolitan and New-York 
Roads was recounted. 

Judge Davis granted the injunction and ordered 
the defendants to show cause, in Chambers, Jan. 3, 
at 11 A. M., why they should not be restrained from 
carrying out the agreement, from paying dividends 
on the Manhattan first and seeond preferred stock 
issued for the New-York and Metropolitan respec- 
tively, the Manhattan from receiving the stock 
of either of the latter or issuing other 
stock in its place, and from paying $10 
bonus per share on New-York stock sur- 
rendered. In_ his order Judge Davis said 
it appeared to his satisfaction that the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the relief demanded in the com- 
plaint and toa judgment against the defendants 
restraining the execution of the merger agree- 
ment. The commission of the acts enumerated 
during the hearing of the application and the 
decision would produce injury zo the plaintiffs, and 
for the reason that the defendants threatened and 
intended to perform the acts, the Judge granted 
the order. This is the first, itis said, of a number 
of steps that will be taken to break up the ele- 
vated agreement and restore the Metropolitan 
and New-York to their original and independent 
conditions. Gen. Barlow’s argument before Judge 
Davis, which was very exhaustive, foreshadowed 
these things and went to show that the various 
acts of the Manhattan were illegal. 
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TAXATION OF C11Y BANKS. 
THE NATIONAL BANKS MAKE A SETTLEMENT 
WITH THE CITY. 

The arrangement agreed upon by the author- 


ities of the City on the one side and the national 
and State banks of the City on the other relative 
to the payment of taxes assessed upon the banks 
for the year 1880 has practically resulted in the 
abandonment of all litigation and the payment of 
taxes by tbe banks. On Thursday banks which 
had been parties to suits paid taxes aggregating 
over $100,000, and yesterday the amount received 
from the same source aggregated $400,000. The 
total amount of taxes due from the banks js, in 
round numbers, $1,250,000. The balance of $750,000 
will undoubtedly be all, or nearly all, paid in to- 
day, after the meetings of the Directors of the 
banks who are still delinquents, The basis of set- 
tlement has been the payment of a sum —_ to 
the taxes levied upon their shareholders for the 
year 1880, without interest or costs or penalty of 
any kind. This action was in accordance with a 
resolution passed gt the meeting of the bank offi- 
cers at the Clearing-house on Wednesday last. 

At the office of the ‘l'ax Reneiver it was ascer- 
tained that the only bank that had refused to pav 
its taxes upon the proposed basis of settlement 
was the Chatham National Bank, at No. 196 Broad- 
way, and that the reason for their deolining to pay 
was a disagreement between the bank officers and 
the Board of Assessors relative to the valuation 
of some real estate. President Hard, of 
the Chatham National Bank informed a Truxs 
reporter that the bank had not declined to pay its 
taxes in common with the other banks, but was 
merely holding the matterin abeyance under the 
advice of counsel, owing toa disagreement as to 
the valuation of some real estate held by the bank, 
The Directors may decide to accept the proposi- 
tion. in common with those of otber banks, at their 
meeting, provided their counsel! should so advise. 
Mr. Hard was of the opinion that all the banks 
would accede to the proposed terms of settlement, 
but that some of the mere conservative had de- 
cided to consult with their shareholders before 
making the payment, onthe ground that they had no 
power to pay the taxes of the stockholders without 
the consent of{such stockholders. Where such a po- 
sition had been taken he understood that the Con- 
troller had signified his willingness to give to such 
banks the time necessary to obtain the consent of 
the stockholders. He anticipated no further trou- 
ble or litigation in the premises.

JACOBS AND MURPHY. 
DEMOCRATIC STATESMEN SORELY DI8- 
TRESSED—A RUMORED CONFERENCES, 

Democratic State Senators at present in this 
City deny the truth of the rumors that a confer- 
ence of Senators has taken plaee within the past 
few days, or thatsucha meeting is likely to be 
held before the clesing session of the Senate is 
called to order on Monday next. The publication 
ofa story that such a conference has recently 
taken place was ridiculed by the illustrious geutle- 
men who, it was reported, had taken part in it, 
and they declared that nothing of the kind had oc- 
curred. It was admitted by one Senator to a Timgs 
reporter that Senator John C. Jacebs, in his anxi- 


ety to control the friendship of the members of 
the Senate from this “end of New-York,’ has 
sought every opportunity to bring them together 
in the interests of peace and harmony, aad for the 
especial purpose of furthering his chances 
for the ir ge | pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate. Democratio enators and Assemblymen 
from this County “ view with alarrum”’ the con- 
duct of Senator Jacebs. They had hoped to as- 
sist inthe selection of Col. Michael C. Murphy as 
Speaker of the Assembly, and fully understand 
that according to political etiquette the President 
pro tem. of the Senate and the Speaker of the As- 
sembly cannot be chosen from the same “end of 
the stick.” The Assemblymen and Senators from 
this County anxious to assist in the elevation ot Col. 
Murphy to the Bpeakerthip. are displeased with 
Senator Jacobs because that famous Brooklyn 
statesman insists that the Senators are bound by 
everything honorable among statesmen to elevate 
him to the Presidency pro tem. of the Senate. The 
fact is therefore appurent that the friends of Sen- 
ator Jacobs and Assemblyman Murphy are arrayed 
against each other. Those who advoeate Senator 
Jacobs’s elaims say that in placing him In the pre- 
siding officer’s chair in the Senate an indorse- 
ment of his course during the preceding 
session of that body would emphatically be made, 
and that direct insult will be heaped upon him if 
he is not chosen forthe much-coveted position. 
Col. Murphy’s friends claim that years of faithful 
service to the ‘grand old Demotratic Party” and 
a thorough equipment for the office of Speaker of 
the Assembly gives him the right beyond question 
of presiding over that body. Nearly all of the 
Senators and Assemblymen from this County will 
be in Albany to-day. Commissioner Hubert 0O. 
Thompson, of the Department of Public Works, 
will be there and will join the Tammany states- 
men in a rally for Col. Murphy. 
ROBBING HIS EMPLOYERS. 

Central Office detectives arrested last night 
Adam H. Koch, 18 years old, and his father, whose 
name is the same, on the complaint of Aitken & 
Sons, importers, Nos. 8723 and 875 Broadway, who 
charge the former with grand larceny, and the lat- 
ter with receiving stolen goods. The lad had been 
with the firm six years, and was not suspected until 
Tecently. The ease was given to Inspector Byrnes 
yesterday, aud when young Koch was arrested he 
said that he bad been stealing from the stock for 
abouta year. His story was that he induced his 
father to purchase the stolen goods at 
about one-third of their value at whole- 
sale by representing that the firm. had 
given him extraerdinary opportunities to dispose 
of certain articles. Each month he gave his father 
a bill for the goods, which appeared to have been 
made out regularly in the office of Aitken & Sons, 
and received the amonnt, which varied from about 
$50 to about $100. After the gather was arrested 
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in his fancy woods store, at No. 113 East Seventh- 
street, worth of stolen by his son were 
recovered, and the ofticers took possession of $80 
and a watch and chain, which Kooh, Jr., admitted 
he obtained by the sale of the geods to his “ather. 
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KNICKERBOCKER LIFE CLOSED. 
A RECEIVER APPOINTED, THE BUSINESS 
HAVING BECOME UNPROFITABLE. 

The old Knickerbocker Life Insurancs Com- 
pany, whose offices are at No. 239 Broadway, and 
whose finaneial standing has been frequently in 
question during the past few years, was yesterday 
placed in the hands of a Receiver by Judge Lan- 
don at Schenectady. The papers to show cause 
why a Receiver should not be appoirted were 
served by the Attorney-Goneral, at the request of 
Superintendent Fairman, a few days ago upon 
John A. Nichols, President of the company, but the 


latter having mado no response the application was 
eater the appointee being Senator Charles H. 
usse!]. 

A few years ago the Knickerbocker ceased to do 
new business. In 1880. however, its premium in- 
come amounted to $502,465, and its reeeipts from 
allother sources reached $271,513, making a total 
income for that year of $778,978. It had at 
that time 6,186 policies in force and $5,080,- 
874 in net ledger assets. The disbursements in 
1880, according to the company’s report to the 
Insurance Department, amounted to $914,692, and 
the invested assets exceeded the liabilities by $445,- 
801. From the organization of the company, in 
1858, up to 1868 it went on satisfactorily. The 
management then seemed to get things pretty 
badly mixed, and some of the Directors concluded 
that tne best way out of the difficulty was to ap- 

oint Charles Stanton to succeed E. Lyman in the 

*residency. Mr. Stanton soon found himself un- 
equal to the task of straightening the affairs of the 
concern, and he called to his aid John A. Niehols, 
who had been doing a prosperous business for the 
company at Baltimore. Soon afterward Mr. Stan- 
ton resigned, and Mr. Nichola was elected to suc- 
ceed him. It was well known to men in the busi- 
ness that at the time Mr. Nichols was placed in 
contrel the company was heavily loaded with 
unprofitable real estate and other investments. 
Not only this. but the looseness with §which risks 
were taken, there being little or no attention paid 
to the matter of medical examinations, increased 
death claims out of all reasonable proportion to 
the oxpectations laid down in. the standard tables 
of mortality. : 

A representative of Taz Timms saw Mr. Nichols 
at his residence in Brooklyn last night, and gath- 
ered from that gentleman some important facts 
touching the present condition of the company, to- 
gether with the reason assigned by him for its 
failure. He said: “The application for a 
Receiver was virtually made by the company 
itselr. We informed the Superintendent that we 
could not realize upon our securities fast enough to 
meet the claims that were being presented. A 
large portion of our realestate is located in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth Wards of Brooklyn. 
It is improved property, chiefly comfortable brown- 
stone houses, but owing to the location we cannot 
find ready or profitable sale for it. Had there been an 
elevated railroad connecting it with Fulton ferry, 
this property woula be a most valuable investment, 
but as no such accommodation for traveling is 
likely to bé provided for some time it is difficult 
to secure purchasers for it. The trouble was not 
confined to the non-convertibility of the investments 
into cash. Besides the fact that the mortgage loang 
of the comnany were not made with proper care, 
there was a still greater difficulty staring us in the 
face in the constantly increasing rate of mortality 
among the policy-holders. We have paid in one 
year over $1,500,000 more than the mor- 
tality tables called fer on the amount at 
risk, There era now about 5,000 policies in 
force, representing about $10,000,000 of insurance. 
Our assets will probably figure $5,000,000—that is if 
our securities realize anything like what they are 
worth. The labilities aggregate about $4,500,000, 
and the contested claims all told probably reach 
$350,000. The real estate is valued at $3,000,000. 
We have $100,000 in United States bonds, and the re- 
mainder of the assets is made up of premiums 
notes, cash in bank, rents, and money due the com- 
pany. The company has not done any new busi- 
ness since 1878. Its premium receipts this year 
reached $250,000, and its loss claims reported 
$300,000. We have paid $288,000 pelicy claims, and 
$70,000 in endowments since the ist of Jinuary 
last.”’ 

It was reported last night that Senator John J. 
Klernan and Jacob Havemoeyer hare become bonds- 
men for Senator Russell as Receiver, each qualify- 
ing in the sum of $25,000. The name of the third 
bondsman could not be ascertained, but it is un-

and sought an old friend and shipmate, Charles 
Fraser, of No. 141 Chorry-street, who is now a ‘long- 
shoreman. Next day Haddock was taken to the 
New-York Hospital, and he died of kidney disease 
on the morning of the 7th. 
Dora, and her son William, a lad of 17, saw 
the body at the hospital and told Superir- 
tendent George P, Ludlam that they would 
try and find Haddock’s friends. Mrs. Fraser 
says she asked Mr. Ludiam to keep the 
pody for a few days, and she understood him to 
say that it could be had any time within five days.

There she wasin- 
formed that no notice that the body was to be 
kept was received from the New-York Hospital, 
and that it was dissected at the College of Physi- 
eians and Surgeons. The dissected chdaver was 
buried on Hart’s Island, and it might be possible to 
find and identify it. Mrs. Barry called jon Deputy 
Register Nagle at Sanitary Head-quarters, and she 
was referred to the Commissioners ¢f Charities 
and Correction, who can do nothing foy her except 
to cause a search to be made for ihe remains. 
Superintendent Ludlam asserts that the Fresers 
paid him two visits. At the first visit they asked 
that Haddock’s body be kept afew days, and on 
the other occasion they said they were too peor to 
pay forafuneral. As is usual in such cases, the 
body was classed as unclaimed and was sent to the 
Morgue in the City’s dead wagon.

ered with bruises and _ that when 
expostulated Dr. Shaw _ threatened to put 
her in a cell. A torn shirt and slipper belong- 
ing to Battersby were exhibited yesterdey, and 
Mrs. Battersby said both were whole when she put 
them on her husband the day he went to the 
asylum. Peter Shields, one of the nurses, 
testified that the Sergeant was in bed most 
of the time that he was in the asylum, and 
that he was notabused, On cross-examination the 
witness showed a very bad memory as to the 
details of the patient’s treatment. ‘The shirt was 
torn while it was being taken from the patient's 
back, and the slipper was torn by another insane 
patient, who got it out of thestore-room. Shielda 
further testified that Sergt. Battersby was very 
weak, and that it was not necessary to use force in 
putting him to bed. After some further testimony 
from the doctors and nurses, allof whom denied 
that any violence was used, the investigation 
closed. The Commissioners will probably aunounce 
their decision to-day.

Mr. Salmi Morse said last 
night that he would to-day servea mandamus upon 
the Mayor. His applieation for a license, he said, 
had not been refused upon the grounds 
stated by Mayor Grace, but because he gave 
way to the bigotry of those who knew nothing 
about the play. The application was for a license 
for the hall without mentionof purpose. 

** And suppose I do play the ‘Passion,’ said Mr. 
Morse, “it will be nothing more than what was 
presented three or four weeks ago at Steinway 
Hall under ihe name of Gounod’s ‘Redemption.’ 


The only difference is that in the ‘Redemption’ 
Remmertz appeared as Jesus in black clothes, gold 
spectacles, and white kid gioves, and I represent 
the Saviour with the costumes and scenery that 
the dignity of the play deserves. The same thing 
as the ‘Passion’ is also now being performed 
in St. Bernard’s Church, in Fourteenth-street. 
One of the acts in that representation 
is the same as mine and the church people wanted 
to borrow my costumes. The fact is that the Pas- 
sion Play is nothing more than the ‘ Messiah’ 
or an cratorio, only that the Passion is ac- 
companied by scenery for its enhancement. 
The idea of a Dutchman standing up and 
singing Jesus in_ English is abommable, and 
to have a singing Jesus is shocking. In the Pas- 
sion the songs of the times represented are sung 
that the peop!e may be instructed; to show how 
Jesus was glorified then and how he ought to be 
glorified now. ‘The strangest thing to me is 
that the men who ride with me in 
my carriage are the very men who op- 
pose me. I refer to the clergymen, for 
whom I make congregations ont of audiences. 
And I have yet to see the first opnosition to Inger- 
soll or against the dives and gardens for which an 
extra law is passed to allow them to dance and sing 
on Sunday. Yes, Sir, laws were passed that Harry 
Hill and Koster & Bial might carry on their busi- 
ness on the Sabbath. I have never been in a 
theatre but once since I’ve been in New-York, and 
that was to see Sarah Bernhardt die and then 
unfortunately come to life again. I never 
go to a _ theatre, because these manufac- 
tured crimes and tragedies are disgusting. 
The theatres of to-day are demoralizing. Richard 
Wagner has revolutionized music and I intend to 
revolutionize the drama. I have built my temple 
for instructive and moral purposes and I mean to 
have a license and I mean to present only strictly 
moral plays. It appears that the clergy and the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chiidren 
are actually in the pay of the theatres. They have 
humbled me in placing my temple on a par with a 
house of eatertainment and by compelling me to 
go to law to prove the justice of my exalted cause. 
I will have spent $150,000 in producing this play 
and will sacrifice that sum or even my life to its 
subject.”’ 

“Why don’t the clergy come to me,” said Mr. 
Morse, ‘‘and Jearn what it is they are condemning? 
Not one of them wiil dare to say that he knows 
anything about the play unless he wants to perjure 
himself. Ihave no malice toward these men, be- 
cause Lam here in a cause that will not permit me 
to bear malice. Would I risk the money I have in- 
vested in a blasphemy? No. If the play was 
blasphemous the doors, I say, should be slosed 
upon it. When I applied fora license 1 was aston- 
ished at the crowd of bigots who surrounded the 
Mayor. And Gerry, of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, made a tremen- 
cous harangue against a play that would employ 
young children. His assault was cowardly, because 
he didn’t know whether or not I was to employ 


children. _ I have property children made of papier 
mache. You may call him a coward, heeause I can 
whip him or a dozen like him.”” Mr. Morse spoke 
with great animation, and closed his remarks by 
saying that he had_ made converts to Christianity 
by the Passion Play. He is making his own 
actors out ef amateurs, because it had been said 
against him that it would be impious to produce 

the play by professional stage people.

LOUIS BLANC’S HOME LIFE. 
—_—__<.————— 


From the London Truth. 

Louis Blane was one of my best and dearest 
friends. He was made up of great virtues, with 
some of which amiable weeknesses were mingled. 
Coquetry entered into all the acts and deeds of 
his life, when he was not carried away either by 
nity or indignation. There was fine art in his most 
intimate conversation. At his fireside he was as 
careful to appear in the most agreeable light as 
when he was in company. When his poor wile 
died he retired from the world for two reasons— 
grief for her and despair at being unable to get 
through his toilet in a satisfactory manner with- 
out her assistance. She was one of the kindest 
women that ever lived, and, indeed, an angel of 
the hearth. Although a German, she had an espi2gis 
eye, & refined profile, and dressed herself with 
taste. There was in her much native ladyhood. If 
not an intellectual woman, she was a rock of senso. 
Her husband was at once her idol and a kind of 
tey. She called him ‘‘ Loo,” made all his clothes, 
dressed him, ‘tivated’ him, dyed his hair, and 
put a touch ef rouge upon his cheeks whea he was 
billous, ‘just to keep down de yellow in de com- 
plexion.” Sometimes she quietly criticised his 
theories with an ‘Oh! you know, Loo, dat’s all 
nonsenee.”” He used to say: ‘‘Il was an exilein 
spite of myself; my wife is an exile for my sake.” 
She pined-in the Rue de Rivoli for the house in 
Montacu-street, and for excursions to Brighton, 
which she used to call “‘de Boulevards, mid de sea 
in front.” Louis Blanc treated her opinions with 
affectionate detererce. He carried chivalry into 
his home circle. A tavorite maxim of his was taken 
from Muhammed, who said: * Beat not a woman, 
even with a flower.” 

The apartments of Louis Blane were furnished in 
& comfortable and respectable English style. He 
liked the solidity of the square mahogany dinging- 
table at which he used towork. There were book- 
eases all round the room filled with nicely bound 
books. Decorative art was only in its infancy 
when Louis Blanc set up as housekeeper. Many 
false notes were to be detected in the feeoreal ar- 
rangements of his home, which was on a fourth 
floor, he being too poor to live on a lower one. 
The steel British fender, with its highly polished 
and blackleaded apron, jarred with the French 
gilded “dogs” or chenets on which the firewood 
was laid. The sonpas was from Kidderminster. It 
used to drive Charles Blanc out of his senses. Louis 
Blanc would, when the objectionable carpet got 
upon his brother’s nerves, try to argue him into a 
better trame of mind, and to persuade him 
that there was no such thing as absolute 
ugliness or beauty. He confessed he derived pleas- 
ure from looking at the Kidderminster. if he 
were traveling in some outlandish place like Cen- 
tral Asia, and came suddealy upon a carpet like it, 
his first impulse would be to kneel down and kiss 
it. The day upon which it was put down in Mon- 
tagu-street he had returned greatly fatigued from 
delivering aiecture. His wife was sitting near a 
warm fire and looking the picture of happiness. 
When he entered she started up, and after she had 
taken off his coat she pushed back the table from 
the centre of the room, and, with the joy of a 
child to whom anew plaything had been given, 
cried: “Look at de new carpet, Loo. Isn’t it 
— !” rem that day it was beautiful to 

im, 

Charies Blane rode esthetics to death. His high 
and absolute ideal rendered him hyperoritical. He 
taxed the patience of his gentle sister-in-law in 
teaching her how to dress, just as if she did not 
unierstand better than she did what most suited 
her. She had a big, full, and rather square forehead. 
As it was white and unwrinkled, it helped to give 
charm to the face which it appeared to light up. 
Charles insisted upon her hair being drawn down 
over it im a Parisian style. She was fond of cheap 
English stuffs, tastefully made up. Her hypercritical 
brother-in-law insisted upon her wearing costly 
textiles from the looms of Lyons. In her sumptu- 
ous belongings she often sighed and looked un: 
happy. Why she was uncomfortable she thus 
explained: ‘I was not brought up to go about like 
2 Queen, and do hate all those velvets on my back 
that Charles is so fond of. If I spend ali Loo’s money 
now in locking grand, what will he do when Iam 
dead’? Even if his beoks go on selling well, he 
would be, without me, wretchedly off, for he is 
such a bad housekeeper, and is always putting his 
hand in his pocket to giveto his poor electors. 
How I wish there was ro such thing as universal 
suifrage |” The weak point of Mme. Louls Blane’s 
heusekeeping was her table. She had a German 
palate. and, as she did not speak French, she was 
obliged to keep a German servent, who cooked 
everything inasteve. I often thought the meat 
and potatoes, baked in grease, kept Louis Blanc 
and bis wife in the doctor's hands. 

Louis Blano’s mouth, when his face was in repose, 
expressed latterly settled sadness, with a mingling 
When the physiogromy lighted up, 
this look disappeared. Louis Blanc used to philos-

MONT SAINT-MICHEL THREATENED. 
From the Pali Mali Gazette. 

Every one will sympathize with the efforts 
which were made a day ortwoago in the French 
Chamber to save Mont Saint-Michel from ruin. It 
appears that the buildings have been in imminent 
danger for the last year or se, owing to a dike 
which has been constructed to connect the island 
with the mainland.

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CAPT. DE LONG'S REPORT

THE PLANS OF THE COMMANDER 
OF THE JEANNETTE. 
A DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE EXPEDITION 
FROM THE TIME OF ENTERING THE PACK 
TO JAN. 1, 1881. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 29.—The Jeannette 
Board of Inquiry has been chiefly engaged during 
the past three or fourdays in the examination and 
consideration of the official record, or report, writ- 
ten by Capt. De Long at intervals ‘during the first 
and seeond years of the Jeannette’s imprisonment 
in the pack, and found beside bis dead body in the 
Lena Delta. It fis a closely written foolscap roll of 
manuscrip, containing 102 pages, or perhaps 30,000 
words. It is addressed to the Secretary of the 
Navy, and covers the history of the Jeannette’s 
cruise'and'dritt from the time of her departure from 
San Francisco in July, 1879, to Jan. 1, 1881. 
The report deals with a history which is already 
familiar to all readers, but it derives a peculiar 
interest from the fact that it contains the first 
authoritative expression which has been given to 
the public of the views and plans of De Long him- 
self with regard to the conduct and management 
of the expedition. None of his officers, so far as 
appears from their testimony, knew at the time 
the Jeannette entered the pack south-east of 
Wrangell Land exactly what their commander in- 


tended or hoped to do. Some of them—as for 
example Lieut. Danenhower—have expressed 
ceubt as to the prudence of the course adopted, 
and have said that Capt. De Long should have ex- 
tricated himself from the ice when he found him- 
self in danger of being beset, and instead of tak- 
ing the desperate chances of a Winter in the open 

ack, should have sought a Winter harbor on the 

North Siberjan,.coast, and Should have postponed 
his dash northward until another season. In view 
of these criticisms, it is a matter of interest to 
know from Capt. De Long’s official report what 
his plans, hopes, and motives were. 

After relating with great fullness the incidents 
of the Jeannetto’s cruise from San Francisco to 
Behring Strait, and of his attempts to learn some- 
thing from the Siberlan natives with regard to 
Nordenskjold’s ship, the Vega, Capt. De Long 
kives the following account of the Jeannette's ex- 

erience and of his own plans during the four or 
ive critical days in September which preceded the 
ship’s imprisonment. ‘* We were now fairly at the 
beginning of our arctic work and the late- 
ness of the season made it extremely question- 
able whether or not we had any chance 
of accomplishing anything before the Winter set 
tin. The length of the voyage to Oonalaska from 


San Francisco in our deeply laden ship, the delay | 


incident to the arrival of the chartered schooner at 
St. Michaels, and the transfer of the cargo, and 
the subsequent various calls along the Siberian 
roast in search of reliable tidings of Prof. Nor- 
denskjold, had consumed so much time that we 
could have no choice of starting points or trials in 
various directions in quest of the most promising 
route. Asthe commander of a polar expedition 
my chief desire was to get north, and IJ had al- 
ready come so far to the westward in carrying out 
the department’s orders that the sooner J started 
in a northerly direction seemed the better for the 
objectin view. Additional time would be lost 
were I to attempt to get a more easterly 
position before heading to the northward, 
particularly as from the experience of American 
whalers and the ships of the English Franklin re- 
lief expedition there was nothing te indieate there 
a better chance of pregress. On the other hand, 
wa were within 220 miles of Wrangell Land. which, 
though seen, had never been landed on, and which, 
after the sighting of land even further north by 
Capt. Kellett in her Majesty's ship Herald in 1849, 
had been assumed by some geographers to be a con- 
tinent or at least an extensive archipelago, and by 
others to be asecond Greenland, if not even the 
continuation of the original across the pole. With 
land so near us, offering a chance of exploration 
and a Winter harbor, from which a higher latitude 
might be attained by sledges, and perhaps present- 
ing what was naturally to be expected, land- 
water along its eastern coast, in which case a good 
northing might be made by the ship herself before 
any exploration or sledge journey might be under- 
taken. Iconcluded that I was exercising good 
judgment in considering that land as a kind of sup- 
= for the first Winter’s campaign, and I accord- 
ngly shaped a course north by west true, proceed- 
ing with all speed.” 

Capt. De Long then described the manner in 
which the ship made her way ‘northward through 
loose streams of fioating ice until she had reached 
& point about 40 miles east-south-east of Herald 
island, where she was stopped by what seemed to 
be impenetrable pavk ice. That night a promising 
lead opened to the westward, and Capt. De Long 
acecided to enter it. He says: “Believing, as I did. 
that the best chance for our advance would 
be by land-water extending along the east- 
ern coast of Wranzell Land, and hoping that 
the promising lead to the westward would conduct 
us to it, I concluded to enter it as soon as there 
was sufficient daylight the next morning.” In pur- 
suance of this resolution he entered the lead on 
the following day and steamed through it five 
hours, at the expiration of which time the ship was 
stopped by heavy ice 10 or 15 feet in thickness, 
Now ice had also formed in the lead to a thickness 
of two inches, and greatly impeded the Jeannetto's 
movements. Wrangell Land was insight te the 
westward, and Capt, De Long says: “ At that time 
I hoped we were destined to reach this land. 
Though our lead had abruptly terminated at a wall 
of ice, the surface of the floes was cut up here and 
there by ponds and small lakes, which any move- 
ments of the ice might unite in a lane of navigable 
water.”? Instead of opening, however, the ice 
clesed, and on the following day the Jeannette was 
beset, never again to be released. Writing after- 
ward of this misfortune, Capt. De Long says: 
** Uniess something like a gale of wind occurred to 
break up the mass of ice and by making water 
apaces allow us to proceed further, our advance 
was no longer to be guided or controlled by any 
power from within the ship. We had gone as farto 
theworthward as the heavy pack ice had permitted, 
and we haa followed up the only water lane pre- 
senting itself and had come to the end of that. My 
choice of plans was limited by the surroundings. 
‘To advance was impossible. To retreat was dis- 
agreeable, (evenifa chance existed of doing so,) 
and holding our present location meant wintering 
in the pack and drifting we knew not where. The 
Jand-water of Kellett Land was now as unattaina- 
ble as the land-water of Greenland, so far as any 
power of our own could be effective; the ocean we 
had left behind was as much out of our reach as if 
a continent had intervened, and there seemed 
nothing left but to make a virtue of necessity and 
Btay where we were.” 

The Jeannette haying been thus securely im- 
prisoned, her officers began to make preparations 
for the Winter. Foresecing that the ship might at 
any moment be crushed by the constantly moving 
fce, Capt. De Long had everything in readiness for 
abandoning her and retreating on sledges to 
Herald Island, Wrangell Land, or the Siberian 
coast. Upon this subject he says: ‘ On the 27th of 
October, 1879, in order to be prepared for any 
pmergency not then to be foreseen, our party was 
told off into sledging erews, commanded re- 
gpectively by the five commissioned offieers at- 
tached to the ship, and upon five sledees were 
packed 40 days’ rations for men and dogs. A de- 
tail was made of duties to be performed by eaeh 
individual in event of disaster bringipgz about an 
pbandonment of the ship. Our sleeping-bags, 
tents, and other traveling gear were overiauled 
and made ready for use, and-the leaded siedzes on 
the poop deck arranged witk reference to the most 
tonvenient manner for getting them to the ice. 
All these preparations completed, we could mere- 
ly await the future, satisfied of our powerlessness 
to do more.” 

A large part of Capt. De Long’s report—perhaps 
two-thirds of it—is very naturally devoted to de- 
ecriptions of the phenomena which were most in- 
timately connected with their daily lives, and 
which made the most vivid impression upon their 
minds, namely, the movements of the_ ice. 
“The llth of November.” Capt. De Long 
tays, ‘was a day of much_ anxiety 
and care. At6 A.M. the trembling and creaking 
pf the ship gave notice that our ice procession had 

sum<d its march, Going out on what little was 
fee of our leve! ise alongside we were confronted 

yafearful spectacle. The pressures and move- 
ments of the previous day were feeble in compari- 
on With what was now going on, Large blocks, 

5 feet in length, 7 feet in thickness, and in breadth 
from 6 to 200 feet, were rearing up on end as they 
pdvanced, crushing similar pieees to small lumps 
ortoppling overand breaking themselves in all 
kinds of shapes and sizes, and all this with the most 

orrible noises, such as can hardly be described. 

he rumbling of a railroad train im a tunnel, the 
shrieks of a thousand steam whistles, and the crash 
ofa falling house, all combined, would make the 
nearest approach to the noise which deafened us 
for four ana ove-half hours.”’ Capt. De Long de- 
describes with great fullness and with many pen- 
and-ink diagrams end illustrations the long battle 
of the Jeannette with the ice and the devices 
which were resorted to to repair Gamages and to 
gtrengthen the ship, About the middle of Janu- 
ary the Jeannette's forefoot was severely wrenched 
and twisted, and a leak was thus caused which 
threatened for a time to defy all means of control. 
By the exertions, however, of the carpenter 
Sweetman, (afterward lost with Lieut. Chipp,) and 
the sailor Nindermap, a bulkhead was built for- 
ward of the foremust, which partially con- 
fined the water and probably saved the 
ship. Speaking of the labors of these men, 
Capt. De Long says: “Sometimes ell day 
and sometimes all night and sometimes both, from 
Jan. 19 to Feb. 4, these two men, Sweetman and 
Ninderman, stood dewn in the forepeak, the icy 
water flowing around them nearly to their knees, 
working faithfully until their work was ac- 
complished, end the good results of that work 
were evident in the gradually reduced amount of 
water coming into the ship, and our ability to con- 
trol the leak without such aruinous expenditure 
of fuel as had been necessary theretofore, It is for 
these reasons that I have had the honor to recom- 
mond these two men to you for medals of honor as 
srecognition of heroic conduct under the most 
trying circumstances.” 

Capt. De Long’s record of the remainder of the 
Winter and the Summer of 1880 is, for the most 
part,a monotonous record of storms, icé move- 
ments, constant anxiety, and almost unbroken dis- 
appointment. As the short arctic Summer drew 
to a close without setting the Jeannette free, and 
another dreary Winter approached, Capt. De Long 
evidently bezen to revolve in his mind the question 
whether it would not be better to abandon the ship 
and make forthe northern coast of Siberia over 
the ice than to run the risk of a second Winter in 
the pack. Onder date of Sept. 20, 1880, he says: 
‘“T dislike naturally to dwell en the idea of the 
abandonment of the ship, We have come through 
go much that it gives me hopes of surviving more. 
As long as enough of the ship remains to shelter 
us, sticking by that fragment is preferable to 
czmping on ice, and I can cenceiye of 
mo ereater forlorn hone than an attemot 


to reach Siberia (say 
iee that surreunds us an th the Winter’s cold 
sapping one’s life at every step. Of course if we 
were to lose our skip we would make the effort to 
get there, but our chances of success would be ex- 
tremely problematical.” ‘The last entry in the 
record is dated Dec. 31, 1880, and is as follows: 
** Minstrels and singing in the new year in latitude 
72° 48’ north, longitude 177° 82’ east. During the 
past 16 months Wwe have drifted 1,300 miles, far 
enough if it had been im a straight line, to 
carry us to and beyond the pole, but we 
are yet only 220 miles north-west of where 
we were _ first set. We have suffered 
injury, and danger has often confronted us, 
We have been squeezed and jatomed, tossed and 
tumbled; we have pumped a leaking ship for a 
year; but we are not yet daunted, and areas ready 
to dare everything as we ever were. And we face 
the new year firmly, hoping to do something 
worthy of ourselves, of Bennett’s enterprise, and 
of the flag above us.” In less than 10 montbs after 
these words were written the Jeannette was at 
the bottom of the Arctic Ocean, and De Long was 
dead in the Lena Delta.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 
THE SENATE INDULGES IN A BRIEF DEBATE 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

Wasurncton, Dec. 29,—On motion of Mr. 
Hoar, the Senate took up this morniag the bill to 
provide for the performance of the duties of the 
office of President in case of removal, death, resig- 
nation, or Inability both of the President and Vice- 
President. Mr. Hoar spoke briefly of the defects 
of the present arrangement and the necessity fer 
such legislation as the bill proposes. The bill pro- 
vides that in case of the removal, death, resigna- 
tion, or inability of both the President and the 
Vice-President, the Secretary of State shal] act as 
President until the end of the term; if there be 
none, that the Secretary of the Treasury shall act; 


next, the Secretary of War; next, the Attorney- 
General; next, the Postmaster-General; next, the 
Seoretary of the Navy: and, last, the Secretary of 
the Interior. The Secretary of State, Mr. Hoar 
said, was alwyys a man regarded by the maas of 
the people as well fitted to fill the office of Presi- 
dent, and nearly always a _ representative 
of the principles and policy of the Presi- 
dent, so that his succession to the position 
of Acting President would be likely to carry out 
the policy approved by the people in electing his 
predecessor; and this would give additional secur- 
ity to the life of the President. Who supposed that 
Booth would have assassinated Lincoin if Seward 
bad been the legal successor to tne Presidency, or 
that Guiteau would have lifted his hand against the 
life of Garfield to elevate Blaine to the vacant chair? 
In advocacy of the provisions that the Cabinet offi- 
cer becoming Acting President shall continue so to 
act until the end of the term, Mr. Hoar said that 
Presidential elections, with their attendant excite- 
ments, were the large price which was paid for our 
liberties, and ought not tobe multiplied unneces- 
sarily. The tendency in all the States was to 
lengthen the terms of executive officers, and prob- 
ably the majority of thoughtful citizens regretted 
that the proposition to make the Presidential term 
six years had no‘ prevailed. 

Mr. Epmunps said the bill dealt with a subjeet 
of extreme public importance. It contained a 
great dealina few words and required the most 
careful and deliberate consideration. It confess- 
edly proposed to change the establisned order of 
the Government in these contingencies. The 
founders of the Government, after considering 
this subject with the utmost solicitude, came to 
the conclusion that the fittest person to be en- 
trusted with the functions of the Presidency in 
such cases as this bill contemplated, was the one 
whom the Senators of the United States, the repre- 
sentatives of all the States, should choose for their 
presiding officer, and the next fittest the presiding 
officer of the House of Representatives, knowing 
that both these officers were held subject to the 
willof the representatives of the States and the 
people. 

Mr. Moreawn said he was in earnest sympathy 
with the leading purpose of the bill, and he be- 
lieved that there was urgent necessity for the pass- 
age of a law on this subject to avert the Cifticul- 
ties that would otherwise arise from the present 
confused and contradictory system, but he did 
not favor the proposition in the bill that a Cabinet 
officer becoming Acting President should so con- 
tinue until the end of the regular term, nor did he 
believe that Congress had aright to create in this 
manner an Officer de facto to fill an office which 
the Constitution required to be filled by an election. 
The bill then went over.

THE MAIL FRAUD TRIALS. 
SLOW PROGRESS OF THE BRADY-DORSEY 
AND DICKSON CASES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29,—In the star route 
case this morning, arrument was resumed upon the 
question of the admissibility of the petition offered 
by the prosecution asking for increase of service 
onthe Kearney-Kent route, and alleged to have 
been forged. The defense urged that, inasmuch as 
the indictment set out the petition as an overt act, 
any variance between the petition set out and the 
petition offered was fatal, and between these 
two petitions there were four such variances. 
Mr. Ker, on the part of the Government, con- 


tended that the petition should be admitted as 
tending to ptove the conspiracy, and then went 
on to argue that there was no variance between 
it and the petition set forth in the indictment. 
In his argument Mr. Merrick referred to a meta- 
phor made use of by Mr, Ingersoll to the effect 
that the prosecution, at the last trial, found a few 
dry leaves and attempted therefrom to reason 
out the existence of a tree. ‘In reply te that 
remark,’’ continued Mr. Merrick, “Ihave to sa 
that we intend to pick up the leaves; we inten 
to show the twigs; we intend to show not tne 
stump but the body of the tree, and to estabiish 
that in its shade all honor, truth, and honesty died, 
and that, therefore, it becomes the duty of justice 
to lay its axe at the root of that tree.” 

The argument of the question was not concluded 
until 1:20, when Judge Wylie rendered his decision, 
admitting the petition as tendimg to prove the 
conspiracy, but not as constituting an overt act. 

After a recess Charles H, French was recalled. 
He stated that he received a letter from J. W. 
Dorsey & Co., ord. R. Miner & Co., inclosing a pe- 
tition for inerease of service. The petition was in 
the same handwriting as the letter. Witness took 
the petition to hislawyer; an ink bottle was up- 
set over it, and the lawyer rewrote it. Witness 
then circulated it for signatures. The petition, 
when witness signed it, was not the same as it now 
appeared. At that time the werds ‘18 hours 
schedule’’ were not contained in the petition, The 
court adjourned to Tuesday. 

In the Dickson case to-day, Mr. Oliver.2 member of 
the Bar, said he had received telegrams and letters 
from Bowen informing him that he would be here 
to-day. William H. Rice was then called for the 
defense. He testified that he had seen Bowen 
about the middle of last August in Driver's saloon. 
Witness weat there with Dickson to geta drink. 
They went up stairs, where they met three centle- 
men, Diekson appeared to know two of them, 
and was introduced to the other gentleman. Wit- 
ness knew one of them—Shephard—and was Intro- 
duced to the others—Bowen anu Hoover. Witness 
said there was no second parting between Diekson 
and Bowen; they left the latter up stairs. 

‘he defense introduced a diagram of Driver's 
place to contradict some portions ot the testimony 
of Hoover and Cameron, Mr. Driver then took the 
stand and declared that it would have been impos- 
sible for a person standing outside at the spot 
designated by Hoover te have seen any one sitting 
at the table where Dickson and Driver sat on the 
23d.

THE TARIFF ON WOOL. 
AN IMPORTANT DAY’S WORK BY THE WAYS 
AND MEANS COMMITTEEF. 
WASHINGTON, Lec. 29.—The Ways and 
Means Committee devoted its entire session to-day 
to the consideration of the Tariff Commission's 
schedule of wool and woolens, less than half of 
which was completed. None but verbal changes 
were made, except in the item of ‘‘ woolen rags, 


shoddy, and flocks,” en which the rate was changed 
from i2to 10 cents per pound. The list, so far as 
completed, is as follows: 


SCHEDULE K—WOOL AND WOOLENS, 


All wools, hair of the alpaca. goat, and other 
like animals, shall be divided, ior the pur- 
pose of fixing the duties to be charged there- 
on, into the three following classes: Class 
1—Clothing wools—that is to say, merino, Mes- 
tiza, Metz, or Metis wools, or other wools of merino 
blood, immediate or remote, and wools of like char-

NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The Navy Depart- 
ment is informed of the arrival of the Pensacola at 
Panama from Valparaiso. 

The Second Controller of the Treasury has de- 
cided an interesting point in relation to what is 
ealled longevity payin the Navy. The case in ques- 
tion is one in which the claimant had served from 
March 80, 1852, to Sept. 8 1864, asa civil engineer 
in the Navy, under an order or appointment made 
by the Secretary of the Navy.

The Second Controller holds that he 
did not become an officer until his appointment 
under the act of 1867, and that,as there was no 
law authorizing the appointment of such an officer 
priorto 1867, his previous services were the ser- 


vices of an employe, and noi those of an officer, in 
the Navy.

The» amount appropriated for the ex- 
penses of the City Government in 1883 is, 
in round numbers, thirty millions and ahalf, 
or fully a million more than the amount ex- 
pended during the year just closing. Over 
a third of the increase is accounted for 
by the demands of the State, and the 
chief items of increased local expendi- 
tures are $250,000 for the erection 
of mew school-houses and $160,000 
for the rebuilding of Washington Mar- 
ket. It is rather a shallow criticism 
which excludes the plunder of TwExrp from 
any share of existing burdens while the an- 
nual interest charge on the City debt re- 
mains at about eight millions and a quarter, 
and a still shallower criticism which holds 
the Board of Apportionment responsible for 
the amount of the annual budget while 
pver less than a fourth of its amount have 
they any ‘real control. If the Democrats 
want to restore what they call ‘self- 
government to “New-York, let them 
refuse to pass. any law appropriating City 
money which has not been asked for by the 
Mayor, Controller, and Corporation Coun- 
sel, let them give the Mayor the power to 
appoint without consulting the Aldermen, 
and to remove on.charges which shall stand 
the test of publicity, and let them give the 
Board of Apportionment the power to regu- 
late the salaries.of all the employes of the 
City Government.

“The assessed valuations having increased 
jn about the same ratio as the appropriations, 
the rate of taxation for 1883 need not ex- 
reed that of. the present year. This rate of 
23 per cent. is lower’ than any honest rate 
which-the City has paid in 15 years. We say 
* honest,’”’ because the rate of 2.17 per cent. 
levied in 1871 was notoriously a swindle, and 
provided for less than nine months of the 
year’s expenses. For the strict economy 
exercised wherever it was possible during 
the last two years Mayor Grace and Con- 
troller CAMPBELL deserve the sole credit, 
‘They could have added ‘two or three 
millions to City. expenditures with the 
entire approval of all concerned in 
the work of City administration. The course 
of Mayor Grace in this and other respects 
bas earned for him the bitter resentment of 
the men who hoped for quite different re- 
gults from his election, but it has ex- 
torted the approval of those who la- 
bored to prevent his occupancy of the 
Mayor’s chair. Mr. Grace shares with 
Mr. Cornet the distinction of having 
not only disarmed the distrust of those who 
opposed his elevation to office, but of re- 

turning to private life far stronger in the 
confidence and respect of the people, with- 
out distinction of party, than he was 
when he invited their support. The path 
of public duty and the path of 
partisan service may not be more divergent 
than they have usually been, but with the 
growth of enlightened public sentiment the 
divergence is more clearly defined. It is to 
the lasting credit of Mayor Grace that he 
preferred the former, even when the latter 
was far the easier and, politicaily, the more 
profitable of the two. Such blunders as he 
has made have been mainlv due to the 


necessity of choosing between indifferent 
nominations which would be confirmed and 
unexceptionable.nominations which would 
not-even be considered. 


It is evident that no share of the credit 
given to the Tariff Commission for such 
liberality as their recommendations displayed 
is due to the President of that body, 


Mr. Joun L. Hayrs. Whatever chances 
of acceptance the revised schedules of the 
commission might have had are being most 
effectually destroyed by the labors of the 
Ways and Means Committee. But Mr. 
Hayes is reported as saying that the com- 


mittee is doing just what the commission 
would have done if time had permitted, and 
as giving the opinion that the changes 
made by the committee are quite necessary 
and proper. The changes happen to be suf- 
ficiently numerous and important to give 


the discussion on the tariff bill a sort of 


quadruplex character.

Congressmen who 
vote intelligently on 
the subject must have constantly be- 
fore their minds: 1, the present rates 
of duty; 2, the rates recommended by the 


commission; 3, the rates agreed on in com- 


mittee, and 4, the rates which in their 
opinion ought to be fixed. A debate spread 
out in this fashion might come to an end by 
July, but will hardly be closed even under 
caucus pressure by the beginning of March. 


There is abundant cause for anxiety and 
perturbation in the Democratic ranks. The 
newly chosen Governor will take his seat in 
a day or two, and nobody appears to know 
anything of his plans or purposes. It may 
be said, moreover, that nobody knows much 


about the Governor-elect. His personal 
traits are pretty well known, and his ad- 
miring intimates are never weary of telling 
the public of his virtuous dislike of official 
conspicuousness, bis hatred of forms and 
formal society, and his unimpeachable in- 
tegrity. But none of these qualities 
goes very far in the make-up of 
a good Governor. Not enough is 
known of Mr. CLEVELAND, a8 a man, to 
warrant any person in an attempt to predict 
what manner of Governor he will be. 
Anxiously regarding this Sphinx, the De- 
mocracy are by no means sure whether they 
have drawn a prize in the Gubernatorial 
lottery. Their fervid assurances that all will 
be well, and that CLEVELAND will be “ on 
the track’”’ for the Presidential race in 1884, 
must go for nothing more than an attempt 
to whistle up their courage. The fact re- 
mains that all speculations about the Govern- 
or-elect, his future course and his fitness for 
the place, are mere guess-work. In the s0- 
lution of this riddle all good citizens have an 
interest, but Democrats very naturally have 
a solicitude which is peculiarly their own. 





It is greatly to be regretted that the de- 
velopments in the Mutual Union Telegraph 
suit do not show that Attorney-General Rus- 
SELL proceeded with the care and sense of 
responsibility to be expected of him in such 
acase. Judge ARNOux yesterday set aside 
the order of Judge TruAX granting leave to 
bring the suit for a dissolution of the cor- 
poration because it was granted ex parte 
on a petition to which the Attorney-General 
allowed his name to be attached by the 
attorney of the relators in the proceeding. 
This is clearly shown to be an irregularity 
which invalidates the leave granted by Judge 
Truax. It seems that having consented to 
apply for leave to bring the suit, Mr. Rus- 
SELL left the matter in the hands of GouLp’s 
lawyer with permission tosign his name and 
verify the petition. This the lawyer did, 
and then obtained somewhere and some 
time, to the other side unknown, Judge 
TRUAX’s consent to have the suit brought. 
The Judge’s readiness to oblige without 
looking to the merits of the application was 
perhaps to be expected, but the Attorney- 
General’s carelessness was not. He seems 
to be at liberty to begin over again, but 
Judge ARNoux took occasion to warn him 
that he has not even the legal right to act as 
counsel for the relators in any suit that may 
be brought. 

GOV. CORNELL. 

On Monday Mr. CornELu will retire from 
the office of Governor of this State. It is 
not too much to say that his record in that 
position has made for him a reputation for 
executive ability, integrity, and official firm- 
ness such as has rarely been won in so short 
a period. When he entered upon his term 
of office, three years ago, he was gener- 
ally regarded as a machine politician 
who had been nominated by his party 
rather on account of his services in the work 
of management than for his special fitness for 
the duties of the .executive chair. He did 
not receive the full support of the Republi- 
cans of the State, and he failed to obtain a 
majority of the votes at the election of 1879. 
He owed his election, therefore, to the di- 
vision among the Democrats, which had re- 
sulted in the candidacy of Mr. Keiuy. Men 
who were less anxious for party success than 
for good government entertuined no high 
expectations regarding his administration, 
and the situation was somewhat depressing 
for the new Governor. His nomination of 
Mr. Joun F. Smyrts for the office of Super- 
intendent of Insurance gave a momentary 
support to the misgivings of those who ex- 
pected little. 


But it soon became evident that Mr. Cor- 
NELL was addressing himself very earnestly 
to the business of his position and witha 
resolute desire to promote and protect the 
interests of the people. He showed himself 
especially watchful of the finances-of the 
State, and opposed all those schemes of 
extravagance and ill-directed expenditure 
which are so apt to find favor in the Legis- 
lature. He furnished an entirely new 
illustration of the value of the veto power 
in the hands of an Executive who has 
the intelligence and industry to inform 
himself thoroughly of the merits of 
every measure laid before him and 
the courage to exercise his prerogative in ac- 
cordance with his best judgment. The 
soundness of his reasons for withholding 
his approval so frequently from bills passed 
by the two houses is attested by the fact that 
seldom was any effort made to override his 
veto. 
bills which are made up of many items, 
and consequently afford facilities for con- 
cealing questionable jobs and doubtful 
claims, has served to’ impress upon the 
whole country the great importance of in- 
trusting to the Executive the check upon 


His treatment of those appropriation, 


extravagant or careless appropriations which 
is involved in the power to veto separate 
items, 

His efforts to restrict expenditures in a 
judicious manner and to reduce the bur- 
dens of taxation have not appeared alone in 
his use of the veto power. He made many 
recommendations and suggestions intended 


to produce those results, and at the second 


legislative session of his term succeeded in 
having the first systematic attempt in many 
years made for a thorough revision of our 
system of taxation. That the work was no 
more complete than it proved to be was due 


to no neglect or shortcoming of his. He 


early took up the side of the people in the 
contest for the regulation of railroad 
corporations with a view to a fuller 
publicity of their operations and_ the 
remedy of abuses in management which 
had sprung up. He recommended the es- 


tablishment: of a Railroad Commission and 


gave to that project such support as was 
proper for one in his position. The charge 
of his opponents that he desired the com- 
mission as an addition to the Executive pat- 
ronage and for the purpose of placing it in 
the hands of his political friends never had 


the least support from any word or act of 
his. On the other hand, his unvarying re- 
gard for the interests of the public in his 
official conduct gave the best assurance that 
he would do his utmost to make the com- 
mission serve its legitimate purpose if the 


opportunity were given him. 

In his appointments to office generally he 
has disappointed the fears of his friends and 
the hopes of his enemies. Since the nomi- 
nation of SmytH, already referred to, the 
only occasion for severe criticism was given 


in the appointment of Mr. BAKER as Super- 
intendent of Prisons. But in that case the 
most eager vigilance has failed to show that 
the office or its incumbent has been used in 
the smallest degree to advance the personal 
or political interests of the Governor, while 
the results of Mr. BAKER’s administration of 
the prisons are an improvement upon those 
of the much-vaunted management of Mr. 
PrusBpurY. Whatever may,have been or may 
still be the differences of opinion regarding 
the qualifications of the Superintendent 
there 1s every reason for frankly admitting 
that the Governor was actuated by proper 
motives in his selection and only displaying 
a characteristic independence of judgment 
and courage of action in disregarding the 
opposition that was made to it. 

It is entirely safe to say that Gov. Cor- 
NELL has won by his official course the 
good-will and esteem of the very class of 
Independent Republicans who opposed his 
election. The fact that his record did not 
secure for him the appropriate reward of a 
renomination by his party and a re-election 
by the people whom he has served so faith- 
fully is not to be credited to any innate vice 
or weakness of our political system. It is 
due to a combination of circumstances very 
rare in our experience and happily not likely 
often to recur. In the well-remembered 
Senatorial contest of Mr. Conkiine and 
Mr. Piatt the Governor held himself in an 
attitude of dignified reserve. It was the 
only attitude becoming to his position and 
his relations to the people of the State, but 
it gained for him the bitter resentment of 
Mr. Conxurne. In his unflinching resist- 
ance to the schemes of JAY GovuLpD and the 
corporate interests with which that person 
is associated he gained the ill-will of a pow- 
erful combination. Mr. ConKLING was not. 
above uniting with Mr. Goutp in a scheme 
of revenge, and unfortunately the President 
of the United States, with whom the dis- 
carded Senator had a mysteriously powerful 
influence, was not above giving it his coun- 
tenance and assistance. The result was 
that by the utmost use of the party machine 
in this State, aided by forgery and fraud, 
Mr. CorNneELu’s well-earned renomination 
was defeated, and a further result was that 
the Republican candidate—himself a man 
of the highest character and reputation— 
was overwhelmed by an adverse majority 
unexampled in our political annals, 

Now Mr. Cornewu goes out of office with 
a record that any man might be proud of, 
standing far higher in the general esteem 
than when he went in, carrying with him 
the good opinion and good wishes of his 
fellow-citizens, and a national reputation 
for executive capacity, uprightness, and 
courage. 





To-morrow is Hospital Sunday in New- 
York. It is the day on which collections of 
money are made in the churches for the 
benefit of the hospitals that derive any part 
of their support from charitable contribu- 
tions. During the past week wayfarers 
and travelers have noticed the little boxes 
fixed in conspicuous positions at the ferry- 
houses, railroad depots, and stations on the 
elevated railways. These are the mute ap- 
peals to the casual passenger to remem- 
ber the sick and_ suffering poor. 
This unobtrusive call is always heeded, 
and thousands of people who see 
no other channel by which _ their 
benefactions can be sent to those who are in 
want take this short and easy cut to the 
hands of the association engaged in the 
work ‘of collection. To-morrow, however, 
the cause of hospital work will be presented 
in many of the City churches, and it is 
hoped that a handsome return will come 
from these efforts. To-day, the Jewish Sab- 
bath, is set apart as the day when contribu- 
tions and subscriptions are to be accepted in 
the synagogues of the City. It is believed 
that the collections this year will exceed in 
amount any that have been made since the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association 
was organized. 

But the general reader should not be be- 
guiled into the belief that it would be safe 
for the managers of this work to rely solely 
upon the collection-boxes and the contribu- 
tions taken up in the churches for the benefit 
of the hospitals. The designation of a spe- 
cial period for the arousing of public atten- 
tion and directing it to hospital work once 
a year is comparatively a new device. And 
it is designed that the whole subject shall be 
presented to the people in various ways, and 
that every possible means shall be em- 
ployed to enlist the sympathies of the 
charitable and benevolent, not only 
in churches and by the way but 
among wealthy citizens, to some of whom 
this method of reaching the needs of the 
suffering and destitute may never have been 
suggested. In other words, this is the time 
of year when a special effort is exerted to 
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enlist the sympathies of the whole people in 
the work of maintaining hospitals by their 
contributions. It is not intended that the 
work shall be suspended during the other 
months of the year. On the contrary, this 
day’s lesson may influence many bequests 
not now framed. But the day is conse- 
crated to the maintenance of charity hospi- 
tals. 

It may be truly said that the founding of 
hospitals for the reception of the sick, 
wounded, and infirm is a peculiarly Chris- 
tian work. Nevertheless, the work of or- 
ganizing and maintaining these institutions 
is now shared in by all religious sects and 


by all civilized people. The catholicity of 
the benevolence exercised in this direction 
in New-York may be best expressed by 
an enumeration of a few of the best- 
known hospitals in the City. St. Luke’s 
Hospital, for example, is specially under 
the patronage of the Episcopal Church. It 
has within its walls about 75 beds supported 
by private liberality, the sum of $5,000 being 
enough to ebdow a bed in perpetuity, and 
$3,000 endows a bed during the life-time of 
its donor. Mount Sinai Hospital is man- 
aged, as it was originally projected, by the 
Hebrew residents of this City; but, like the 
institution first named, it is conducted on 
the broadest principles of humanity, and its 
beneficent operations are confined to no 
race, creed, or nationality. This hospital 
also has its system of ‘charity beds,” by 


means of which a single endowment may 
create enduring privileges for one or more 
patients. Next may be mentioned the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, another establishment 
chiefly supported by the contributions of 
persons sympathizing with religious com- 


munions known as Presbyterians, Congre- 
gationalists, and Dutch Reformed. But the 
work of this hospital is wholly unsectarian, 
and it may be said that, like the others, its 
benefits are not confined to any religious de- 
nomination, while its support is drawn from 
a few denominations. 


Then, if we would look from the re- 
ligious characteristics of these noble institu- 
tions to those which recommend them to 
peculiar classes, we may findin the Nurs- 
ery and Child’s Hospital, on Lexington- 
avenue; the Woman’s Hospital, on the 
same avenue; the Ophthalmic Hospital, on 
Twenty-third-street, and the Hospital for 
Crippled Children, besides many others of 
a special character, just such institutions as 
the peculiar wants of certain classes of 
sufferers demand. It would appear as if 
the active and inquiring beneficence 
of our fellow-citizens had overlooked no 
form of human suffering, no seri- 
ous malady, and no age or station 
in life destitute of means which 
may be employed for its relief. But it 
should be borne in mind that, while the 
channels are provided, the works con- 
structed, annual, monthly, and daily pro- 
vision must be made for the carrying on of 
the enterprise. Much money has been 
given for the foundations of these hos- 
pitals and much for their maintenance. But 
none of these are self-supporting. And 
this is the reason why the charitable and 


the philanthropic are called upon now 
to help maintain the hospitals dur- 
ing the coming year. The association, 
in which is represented each one of the in- 
stitutions sharing in the sum collected, di- 
vides equitably the gross receipts. The ex- 
penses of collection are nominal. If any 
donor desires to direct his gift to any spe- 
cific branch of the work, his request is car- 
ried out without delay. The whole scheme 
is above criticism. It has the confidence of 
the community. And it makes its appeal 
now when the minds of men are directed, by 
the influences of the time, to the wants of 
the poor and those who have no helper. 


PROTECTION AND LUMBER. 

It cannot too often be enforced on the at- 
tention of the public that a high tariff, in- 
tended for ‘‘protection,’’ must necessarily 
oppress more industries, and more persons 
engaged in those industries, than it can possi- 
bly favor. Ifa tariff were to be made by 
an intelligent autocrat, who set out with the 
distinct purpose to build up certain interests, 
no matter what the cost to other interests, 
he could undoubtedly succeed, but he could 
only succeed by taxing heavily the interests 
dependent on those he was determined to fos- 
ter. The conditions of modern business life 
are so complex, the various occupations 
by which men gain their daily bread are so 
interwoven one with another, the product of 
nearly every kind of labor is the material of 
so many others, that when the heavy hand 
of the law-maker is placed under any one 
productive indystry to sustain it by higher 
prices for its products the weight is felt 
throughout along succession of dependent 
and auxiliary industries. If the hand be heavy 
and firm enough it can do its cruel work; 
but it is the most obvious mockery to call 
such work protection to American labor as 
a whole. When, as in thecase of the Amer- 
ican Congress, the law-making power is 
constantly shifting, and is liable to the most 
abrupt and considerable changes, the only 
safety lies in levying taxes for revenue, 
leaving the people to work out the problem 
of existence in their own way, guided by 
their various interests—a far safer and more 
trustworthy regulator than the American 
Congress can supply. 

This is very forcibly seen in the dealings 
of Congress with the tariff on lumber. The 
Tariff Commission, for some reason which 
they have not thought fit as yet to explain, 
made no change in the lumber schedule. 
They left the tax on sawed boards, plank, 
deals, and other lumber of hemlock, white- 
wood, sycamore, and bass-wood as they 
found it, $1 per thousand feet, board 
measure. They also left the duty on 
all other articles of sawed lumber at 
$2 per thousand feet, board measure. 
As shown by 4 correspondent in an- 
other column, the amount of sawed lumber 
imported in 1882 was about 610,000,000 feet, 
of which less than 7 per cent., or 40,000,000 
feet, consisted of the kinds above enumer- 
ated, 7. ¢, of hemlock, white-wood, syca- 
more, and bass-wood, while the remainder 
consisted almost altogether of white pine 
and spruce. The duty on the 40,000,000 
feet was $1 per thousand feet, an average of 
about 12 per cent.; the duty on the ‘other 
lumber’’ was $2 per thousand, or an average 
of nearly 18 per cent. The Committee of 
Ways and Means of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in its wisdom, bas resolved to re- 
duce the lower duty by 25 per cent.. or to 





75 cents per thousand feet, leaving the 
higher duty where it now is. We certainly 
shall not quarrel with the reduction on the 
lower priced wood, but what general inter- 
est is it possibly intended to protect by the 
retention of the higher duty? White pine 
and spruce, though more costly than hem- 
lock, are still cheap woods. They are the 
raw material of the greater part of the 
building trade. They furnish the floorings, 
the doors and window-sashes, the stair- 
ways, the outer approaches, the outer cover- 
ing of the great mass of the houses of wood 
erected all over the country. They enter in 
the same way into the construction of all 
outbuildings, barns, sheds, stables, of the 
shops, stores, and work-buildings of the 
country and smaller towns and villages. 
They are used extensively in the construc- 
tion of vessels, especially for inland and 
river navigation, and for vehicles of trans- 


portation, They are the material of the 


tables, bedsteads, and furniture of the labor- 
ing classes and of those in moderate circum- 
stances.4 They are thus an indispensable 
element in the cost of living, of agricultural 
and other labor, of trade and transportation. 


The tax on them is paid by the consumer, 


for the competition at home is usually suffi- 
ciently limited to secure that result, and it is 
levied exclusively for the benefit of the pine 
and spruce lumbermen. 

At the same moment that this is being 


done the Government, which imposes this 


arbitrary tax, is engaged in costly researches 
and experiments to check the wanton waste 
of precisely these materials, to induce the 
lumbermen to adopt more intelligent and 
economical methods, and to promote the 


growth of trees, because the fact is estab- 


lished beyond all question that the con- 
sumption is far outrunning the natural 
supply. This is so true that, as our corre- 
spondent points out, Prof. Sargent, in 
charge of the census statistics for this in- 
terest, warns the country that the total esti- 


mated supply in the United States cannot 
at the present rate of consumption last more 
than eight years. In other words, to enable 
the lumbermen to obtain a higher price for 
woods which they are rapidly exhaust- 
ing, we tax imported woods which in eight 
years will be our sole dependence for one of 
the most important necsesary articles in use. 
This is protection run mad. It is one of 
many instances in which Congress, under 
the pretense of protecting American labor, 
imposes a tax on the livelihood of American 
laborers. Nothing can be plainer than that, 
instead of compelling our people, by an im- 
port duty on foreign lumber, to use more of 
our limited and fast disappearing supply, we 
should admit such lumber free of duty. 
Since the lumber interest has been protected 
for twenty years by this or a higher rate of 
duty, it is reasonable that the reduction of 
duty should be gradual, but that it should be 
made, and without hesitation, there is no 
doubt.

OHINESE WIDOWERS. 

It has always been supposed that the law 
restricting the immigration of Chinamen 
was framed in order to please the working 

nen. Of course its advocates had a good 
deal to say about the loathsome vices of 
the pagans and their habitual addiction to 
leprosy, but it was well understood that these 
were mere pretexts for abusing cheap Chinese 
labor. The trouble with the Chinaman was 
that he was willing to work for low wages, 
and hence other working men disliked him. 
Our legislators, therefore, agreed to keep the 
Chinamen out of the country, and in so do- 
ing they were generally believed to be act- 
ing exclusively in the supposed interests of 
the working men. Recently, however, cer- 
tain facts have led to the suspicion that 
other interests were consulted in the anti- 
Chinese legislation, and that American 
bottle-makers and india rubber tubing man- 
ufacturers were secretly aiding and abetting 
the working men in their warfare against 
the Chinese. 

Among the decisions made by the inter- 
preters of the anti-Chinese law there are 
several which to the ordinary observer may 
seem simply illustrative of the absurdities of 
the law, but which are full of meaning to 
the thoughtful man. For example, it has 
been decided that a Chinaman of the variety 
permitted to enter this country may bring a 
wife with him, but that no Chinaman re- 
siding here without a wife can go to China 
and return bringing a wife with him. Thus, 
if a Chinaman loses his wife while in the 
United States he must remain forever un- 
married, unless he is willing to marry a 
woman who is not a Chinese or to return to 
China and stay there. The number of mar- 
ried Chinamen who will bring their wives to 
this country is so smallas to be hardly worth 
mentioning, but there are now among us 
many thousands of Chinamen who, in case 
they lose their wives, must bring up their 
children without a mother’s care. 


Now, the question arises, Why should there 
be this restriction against Chinese wives? The 
Chinawoman does not compete with the 
Irish railway laborer or with the Irish wash- 
woman, for washing is a fine art cultivated 
by Chinamen and not by Chinawomen. 
There is no reason to imagine that a second 
generation of Chinese born on our soil will 
remain here and multiply to the injury of 
laborers of other nationalities, for the China- 
man always returns to China with his fam- 
ily as soon as he has scraped together a little 
money. This stern discrimination against 
Chinese wives seems almost as if it were 
meant to compel Chinese widowers either to 
permit their helpless children to die of neg- 
lect or to undertake the difficult and tiresome 
task of bringing them up by hand. 

A still later decision made by the Treas- 
ury Department has classed Chinese wet- 
nurses with ‘‘laborers,’’ and as such has 
forbidden them to enter the country. This 
is, in all respects, a most remarkable de- 
cision. A ‘‘laborer’’ is universally under- 
stood to be one who works with his hands. 
Thus a railway navvy is a ‘‘laborer’’ be- 
cause he handles a pick, a shovel, or a wheel- 
barrow; a political orator is not a ‘‘ laborer,” 
because he works with his tongue instead 
of his hands, and an author is not a ‘‘ labor- 
er,’’ because he works with his brains. Now, 
no one will pretend that a wet-nurse is 
primarily a person who works with her 
hands. Cut off her hands, and she would 
still be able to follow her occupation; 
whereas, if she had four pairs of hands, 
like a Hindu goddess, and was at the same 
time without her stock in trade, she could 
not earn a living as a wet-nurse. If the 
law prohibiting the immigration of Chinese 





laborers can be so interpreted as to apply to 
Chinese wet-nurses, it can with equal pro- 
priety be made to apply to Chinese cows 
and Chinese goats of the gentler sex. 
Moreover, the Chinese wet-nurse most as- 
suredly does not come in competition with 
the working man, and cannot lower the 
price of his wages. There is not a working 


man living who would consent to take a 


situation as a wet-nurse, and hence it can- 
not be pretended that the exclusion of 
Chinese wet-nurses from the United States 
is designed to protect the Irish, German. 
and Italian working men in their ordinary 
occupations. 


If we tuke the two decisions which pre- 
vent Chinese widowers from procuring fresh 
wives and forbid Chinese wet-nurses to en- 
ter the country, and reflect for a moment 
upon the condition in which a Chinese 
widower with a small Chinababy is placed 


by them, a flood of light will be thrown 


upon the motives which prompted those de- 
cisions. What is the Chinese widower to 
do in the case supposed? He cannot pro- 
cure an Irish wet-nurse, for no self-respect- 
ing Irishwoman would nurse a little pagan 
in any circumstances. Obviously, the un- 


happy father must fall back upon the bottle, 
and with its aid endeavor to rear his mother- 
less offspring as well as his masculine clum- 
siness will permit. 

Nothing is clearer than that the two deci- 
sions already quoted will lead to a large an- 


nual sale of bottles to Chinese widowers. 
Without doubt these decisions were made in 
the interest of the manufacturers of nursery- 
bottles and their india rubber attachments. 
It is not only the working men who are to 
be benefited by the anti-Chinese law, but 


that law must have been devised partly in 
the interest of the nursery-bottle monopo- 
lists, who hope to sell their wares to un- 
happy and desolate Chinese fathers. 





With the ending of the year 1882 the term 
for which Wrut1am H. ARNOUX was appointed by 
Gov. CoRNELL to serve on the Superior Court 
bench, as the successor of Judge GirserT M. 
Sprerr, comes also toanend. Judge ARNovux wil! 
return again to the practice of his profession with 
the respect of all persons who have watched his 
judicial career. Although beset with difficulties 
growing out of the novel circumstances connected 
with his elevation to the Bench he did not allow 
them to interfere with the performance of his duties, 
During the year he has done more work than 
any of his colleagues, and the opinions he has 
written bear the impress of thought and careful 
research. It might have been expected that, after 
having been overlooked when candidates for the 
Superior Court bench were sought last Autumn, 
he would lessen his induatry, but if such an ex- 
pectation was indulged in it was disappointed, for 
Since that time Judge Arnoux has worked ever 
more assiduously than before. Sitting in Special 
Term during the last month ot his judicial career, 
he did an almost incredible amount of labor, 
hearing and disposing of all the cases 
having their source in the opposition to 
the Sunday sections of the Penal Code, 
as well as the motions in the telegraph suits and 
the ordinary business of the court. Going out of 
ofiice he leaves undone nothing that he should hare 
done. Rarely, if ever, before has a Judge left Spe- 
cial Term with such arecord. To achieve it Judge 
Arnoux has had to sacrifice a great deal. He has 
been compelled to work night and day, and it is 
probable that he will hereafter feel the strain upon 
his system. He retires with the proud eonscious- 
ness of having done his duty thoroughly, and 
with the regret of the lawyers, for there is a strong 
probability that his successor will not replace him. 
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The San Francisco newspapers are busy with 
the conundrum, What defeated Congressman 
Pace? Of the three Republican journals that have 
wrestled with the question, one says that it was 
the tidal wave and California suspivion of Eastern 
Republican sincerity on the Chinese question. 
Another journalistic authority, whieh flouts the 
first named as “‘absurd,’’ declares that Pacz was 
beaten besause the people were tired of him and 
doubted his political honesty. The third to tackle 
the problem says that the defeat of this bosom 
friend of Ropzson and KErrer was brought about 
by his devotion to monopoly and rings. The Dem- 
ocratic newspaper of San Francisco incidentally 
remarks that “the people had soured on him”— 
thereby meaning the gentleman who has somehow 
managed to turn a strong Republican district into 
a Democratic one. As California questions of all 
varieties are so intricate that no newspaper print- 
ed east of the Rocky Mountains shou!d presume to 
discuss them, it may be added that Mr. Pacs 
affirms that he was defeated by ‘howling dema- 
gogues,”’ whatever that may mean. 

ERE IN ESS 

Between now and noon of Monday next, 
when he will succeed Wiii1am A. BUTLER as Clerk 
of the County of New-York and of the Supreme 
Court in this judicial district, Patrick Keenan 
will have little time to think. Sinecure-hunters 
will pester him with applications on behalf of 
themselves or their friends. What time they leave 
him he should devote to a consideration of the 
question whether he will abolish the County 
Clerk’s ‘‘ private pay-roll” or keep it up during his 
term of office. The profitable or unprofita- 
ble character of such an inquiry’ will 
be determined by the result at which 
he shall arrive. The “private pay-roll” isan an- 
tique feature of local politics. Every politician 
knows of it, and a great number have derived 
benefit from it. It is simply alist of “heelers,” 
opposite whose names are placed certain figures 
representing dollars the County Clerk pays them 
at stated periods. Not one of the “ heelers’’ does 
any clerical work for the money he receives. 
Every one of them would feel aggrieved if called 
upon to render any return to the County Clerk for 
the money he receives. They arethe creatures of 
“leaders,” and they accept money from the 
County Clerk, not as coming from him to them, 
but as part of the return he is bound to make for 
the services those ‘leaders’? rendered him 
in helping to obtain his election. The 
theory which the “private pay-roll’” illus- 
trates is that the County Clerk, having 
procured a fat office, must distribute part of his 
fees among his fellow-politicians. The theory and 
its results are bad. They hurt the public by pro- 
viding for the maintenance of a band of petty pro- 
fessional politicians in its midst, and they hurt the 
County Clerk by causing him to lose part of the 
legitimate profits of his office. They have also 
hurt the public by inducing some County Clerks 
to exact illegal fees, with the purpose to provide 
for their dependents without expense to tkem- 
selves. It is to be presumed thet County Clerk 
KEENAN will keep to the strict letter of the laws as 
to fees, and that if he maintains a private pay-roll 
he will personally bear its expense. But how can 
he be benefited by so doing? The apparent 
answer is that the persens whom he pays will 
help him to procure a second term of office. 
This is not true, as a rule. Experience proves 
its falsity. Only one County Clerk has been 
re-elected in many years, and every in- 
cumbent of the office has had a  pri- 
vate pay-roll. They ali thought that the men 
they paid for doing nothing would, in the end, 
help them, but all, excepting one, were deceived. 
Their beneficiaries laughed at them and their as- 
pirations. These facts should convey a good les- 
son to County Clerk Patrick Kernan. He is as 
likely to be deceived as any of his predecessors 
were, By doing away with the private pay-roll he 
can avoid deception, save money for himself, and 
do an immense service to the public by compelling 
a lot of ** heelers” to work for their living.

The cable announces the elevation of the 
Trish Attorney-General to a seat on the judicial 
bench with $17,500 a year. The Irish law officers al- 
ways accept puisne Judgeships, while the Attorney- 
General in Engiand is not content with anything 
less than a Chief-Justiceship. The reason is that 
no practice in Ireland averages over $20,000 a year; 
but this means at least $30,000 in New-York. A 
spacious mansion in the finest situation can be had 
for $1.500 a year. and $200 a year would be deemed 


very good wages fora butler, while a house-maid 
would consider berself fortunate with $60 a year, 
Horses and their feed are also cheap, and a car. 
riage with coachman and footman, all well ap- 
pointed, could be maintained in Dublin for $240 a 
year. The drawback to all this at present time is 
the chance of being picked off by a Fenian. Yet, 
we believe the killing of no Judge, except Lord 
KitwaRveEn, is on record in Ireland. The Irish 
Judge also has a pension of some $10,000 ayear on 
retirement, which is no slight consideration, and his 
work is about half that of a Justice of our Supreme 
Court, who receives the same salary, which some 
persons think excessive. The Judges, since ths 
union, have been the ‘‘sweils’’ of social Dublin, 
and their wives and daughters hcid themselves as 
being immensely superior to the commercial peo- 
ple, although two or three of these, notably the 
GuinnessEs and Rozs, have, by force of stout and 


whisky, scaled the heights of fashion and attained 
a rung more elevated even than that occupied by 
the dignitaries of the Bench. Much larger fortanes 
have, in proportion to earnings and the wealth of 
the country, been made by the Irish than by the 
English Bench during the present century. The 
Irish Judges were for many years among the very 


few people with cash in a poverty-stricken country, 


and being acute men of business, knew how to 
turn their position to account. Nearly all becams 
considerable landholders, and left sons who as- 
sumed the position of country gentlemen. The 
Pinch to these has come now.

TINK ERING ON THE TIMBER TARIFF, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It appears from the press reports that the 
House Committee of Waysand Means have had 
the lumber tariff under consideration, and if the 
changes, as given to the public, are the only modi- 
fications they propose making, they should have 
simply done as the lumber kings got the commis. 
sion to do, leave matters as they were, instead of 
making themselves ridiculous by a few petty re- 
ductions that were never asked for or desired—the 
whole duty on one item being $73, another $155, 
and another $429—thke reduction in duty on the 
three items being only $164, and the reduction on 
the whole list less than $15,000 on a tariff bringing 
in a revenue of over $1,500,000. 

To illustrate: The returns for 1882 show an import 
of sawn lumber of about 610,000,000 feet, of which 
40,000,000 feet consist of hemlock, whitewood, 
sycamore, and basswood, which now pay a duty of 
$1 per 1,000 feet. The remaining 560,000,000 con- 
sist almost wholly of white pine and spruce, and 
are entered under the heading of other lumber, 
paying a duty of $2 per 1,000 feet. 

The proposition of the committee is toreduce the 
duty 25 per cent. on.the 40,000,000 feet of hemlock, 
&o., which, being now only hal¢ the duty on pine or 
spruce, is not so excessive, while retaining, for the 
sole interest of a few timber jand owners, the duty 
on white pine and apruee, which wus always toc 
high, at 32 per 1,000 feet, and which, since it has 
been ascertained by the Government that 
the wholes stock of these timbers (white 
pine and spruce) will, at the present rate 
of cutting, be ai used up within eight 
years, should have been put on the free 
list. In other words, they purpose reducing 
the duty on the 40,000,000 feet of. hemlock, &c., 
from $40,000 to $30,000, while retaining the present 
rate of $2 per 1,000 feet on the 560,000,000 feet of 
pine and spruce, which amounted to $1,12v,000, 
making a reduction on sawn lumber of only $10,- 
000, or from $1,160,000 to $1,150,000! The other 
proposed reductions are simply padding, include 
the smallitems above mentioued, aud amount to 
nothing—were never asked for by any one, 
amounting to less than $5,000 on the tariff of other 
articles of wood paying a duty of over $500,000. 

Let us be thankful that the few dozen gentle- 
men who own nearly all of the white pine of the 
country, and who appear to own the lumber tariff 
legislation as well, do not own the hemlock lands, 
or they might object to this serious reduction of 
$15,000 from duties amounting to over $1.500,000. 
There is this consolation, however, that this will 
not last forever, for Prof. Sargent shows that at the 
rate at which they are now working they will have 
cut away all the pine and spruce timber, even the 
small and inferior trees, within eight years, so that 
they will then possibly permit our legislators to 
throw off the duty from pipe and spruce, while 
they use the twenty odd million doilars a year 
bonus that they exact from the publie in cornering 
the hemlock timber, which will then be about the 
only valuable timber left in the North.

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CHICAGO MARKETS STRONGER. 
MORE BUYING ORDERS FROM THE EAST—IN- 
FLUENCE OF EUROPEAN WAR RUMORS. 

Cxicaco, Dec. 29.—The leading produce 
markets were stronger to-day, with more buying 
orders from the East ail around, but not much 
local disposition to bull prices. No one seemed to 
understand the reason forthe increased ccnfidenee 
till near the close, when it was whispered around 
that there were rumors of trouble between Russia 
and Germany, which might account for the change. 
Rather light receipts of grain, except oats, may 
have been the prime cause. Provisions were rather 


slow, but stronger. Pork advanced 25 cents per 
barrel, and closed 20 cents above the latest prices 
of Thursday. Lard advanced 124 cents, and closed 
firm. while meats were about 1244 cents higher, 
though Liverpool reported a decline of 1s. in lard 
and 6d. on some cuts of meats, There was little 
change in the local hog market, and the speculative 
trade was dull till past noon, but there were few 
sellers, except those who wanted to seli for one 
month against purchases made for another. Dur- 
ing the last hour several buying orders came in 
from the sea-board, causing relative strength. 
There wasa good export demand for meats, but 
mo3tly at prices below the views oj holders. Pork 
was easier in the afternoon. 

Wheat was unusually active and much stronger, 
advancing 1% to 15¢ cents from the latest prices of 
Thursday, and closing only 44 cent below the top 
figures of the session. The British markets were 
called quiet and steady, but our receipts were 
Smaller, and there was an impression that the 
movement will be light enough after the holidays 
to inspire confidence in futures. The attendance 
was much larger than the previous day, which 
was partly accounted for by an increased 
pressure to change over. from January into 
February to make provision for the deliv- 
eries after New Year’s Day. But there 
was also an outside demand, which caused a steady 
advance, as the offerings were light. The buying 
orders came trom the sea-board and were guessed 
to be stimulated by rumors of European trouble, 
The ideaof anexport demand was ridiculed by 
parties in that line, who said they had no orders 
that could be touched within about 2cents per 
quarter. The private advices from Liverpool and 
London called wheat inactive and flour weak. In 
the afternoon the market was easier. though New- 
York was reported active at 1 cent advance. Corn 
was more active and stronger, except on the 
“year,” which lost the long-standing premium 
over January, being freely thrown by the remain- 
Ing holders, who were dismayed by the fact that 
some deliveries of year corn were made early in 
In the day. Other deliveries advanced abont 1 
cent and closed strong. Our receipts were much 
smaller, and it was expected that they will de- 
crease after the year ends, as there will be none of 
that premium on spot which has induced country 
holders to forward all they could during this 
month. The British markets werecalled dull and 
easier, but the situation in the West was regarded 
as strong, and sellers were comparetively few. 
The demand was mostly for January and Fepbru- 
ary, partly by those who were selling year, but 
mostly by parties who were looking for a strong 
upward movement after the holidays. The de- 
maud for cash Jots was fair, new mixed being the 
most wanted, while rojected was rather slow. In 
the afternoon the market closed easier. 
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THE MURDERED COQUETTE. 
INQUEST ON THE BODY OF JANE MILBURN— 
WALTON’S CRIME PREMEDITATED. 

Sr. Lovrs, Dec. 29.—The inquest on the body 
of Jane Milburn, the young woman of Belleville 
who was cruelly murdered yesterday morning by 
William Walton, her love-crazed and rejectsd 
suitor, brought out fully the fact that the crime 
was most deliberately planned.

He had also written a letter to his 
George Walton. who. it appears ives in 
Durham, England, in which, under dat Dec. 27, 
he tells the story of his woes, upbraids the young 
woman for her fickleness. declares his intent 
killing her and then himse!f, and closes with some 
affectionate message to his relatives. Walton's 
body was taken tothe County Farm, and he will 
be buried as a pauper.

MRS. PAYE ARRESTED, 
Newsurea, N. J., Dec. 29.—The Coroner’s

was present at the examination. She is about 22

Much of the testimony 
was unimportant, except as corroborating the evi- 
dence given “yesterday. 

William Dingee said during Paye’s illness the lat- 
ter told him he thought aman and woman from 
New-York City who had been there had something 
to do with giving him the poison. Witness also be- 
lieved a young man named Crawford had some- 
thing to do with the beginning of the trouble be- 
tween Paye and his wife. 

J. F. Talliday testified to being at Paye’s house 
during his iliness, when the wife said she was also 
sick, and he thought both were suffering from havy- 
ing eaten potatoes on which Paris green had been 
sprinkled. On one occasion Paye told witness that 
his (Paye’s) wife had said she would ‘‘make it hot 
for hm.”

DUKES ADMITTED TO:.BAIL. 

UNIONTOWN, Penn., Dec. 29.—A hearing was 
bad before Judge Wilson, this morning. on the ap- 
plication of N. L. Dukes to be released on bail.

MR. HENEYS CARGO OF POTATOES. 
SPECIAL AGENT BRACKETT’S REPORT AND 
MR. HENEY’S CONFESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 29.—Secretary..Folger 
has received a report from Special Agent Brackett 
relative to the arrest of Examiners Cocheu and 
Smith and George T. Heney,an importer of New- 
York, for fraudulent damage allowanee on a cargo 
of potatoes by the steam-ship Viking. The report 
states that the steamer arrived at the port of 
New-York on April 12 last with a cargo of 48,000 
bushels of potatoes, consigned to George T. 
Hen*y. which cargo was entored at the Custom- 
house on April 15 by Heney, who paid the duties 
on the same, amounting to $7,204 60. From 


& recent examination of the records of 
the Custom-house Mr. Brackett found that 
an application for damage allowance was 
made to tke Collector by Heney on the day of 
entry, and he says the records further show that 
allowance was made by two Damage Appraisers, 
which resulted in Heney’s securing trom the Gov- 
ernment a refund of duties amounting to $3,404 55, 
or more than 47 per cent. of the duties originally 
paid. Upon inquiry Mr. Brackett learned that Mr. 
John E. Stow, a prominent produce-dealer in New- 
York, purchased the entire eargo from Mr. Heney. 
Mr. Stow stated that he visited the steamer, ex- 
amined the potatoes, found them in excellent con- 
dition, and that whatever damage, if any, they 
had received on the voyage would not, 
in his re. exceed 5 per cent. He stated 
further that he paid Mr. Heney the full market 
price forthem. Mr. Brackett reports that imme- 
diately after his interview with Mr. Stow he sent 
for Mr. Heney, confronted him with the evidence, 
and asked for an explanation as to how he had 
been able to obtain such an excessive allowance. 
He at first declined to answer, but subsequently, 
after eonsulting witb his partner, made a full con- 
fession of the methods resorted to that enabled 
him to secure the allowance, from which it appears 
that in censideration of the sum of $385 paid to 
Examiner Cocheu that officer was induced to 
render a false certificate, whereby Heney secured 
a refund and the United States was in consequence 
defrauded of duties to the amount of $3,404. 

Special Agent Brackett states that after consalta- 
tion with the District Attorney in regard to the 
case it was agreed that Heney, Cocheu, and his as- 
sociate, D. W. Smith, should be arrested on the 
charge of conspiracy in violation of section 5,440, 
Revised Statutes, and that a civil suit should also 
be instituted against Heney to cover the amount 
of refund, and warrants against the above named 
persons were issued. In closing his report, which 
is dated Dec. £7, Mr. Brackett says: ‘Believing 
that a rigorous as well as vigorous prosecution is 
the only true remedy for evils of this character, I 
was led to suggest to the District Attornéy the pro- 
priety of bringing criminal suits against all parties 
concerned inthe fraud, and trust that my action in 
the premises will meet with your approval.” 

The report is accompanied by a copy of an affi- 
davit made by Mr. Heney, in which he makes a full 
confession of the part taken by him. He states 
that he made application for damage allowance 
on the date of entry, and that a day or two subse- 
quently he called at the Appraiser’s stores and 
learned that the arpraisement of the cargo of po- 
tatoes had been assigned to Examiners Cocheu and 
Smith. The afiidavit continues: 

“Several days subsequent to my visit to the Ap- 
praiser’s stores Cocbeu called at my office, and in re- 
ply to my inquiry as to why he had not made his re- 
turn of the aforesaid cargo he replied that he had so 
much to do, having several other cargoes, and that I 
could not expect him to work for nothing. I then 
banded Cocheu a one-hundred-dollar bill, which was 
inanenvelope. He, taking it from the envelope and 
looking at it, remarked in a sneering manner, 
‘That is a very small amount,’ but ut it in 
his pocket. After the aforesaid visit of Cocheu I 
called at the public store repeatedly to learn whether 
his return was in, but without success. On or about 
May 16 last Cocheu called at my office and said that 
he wanted $500, intimating that when he received 
that amount he would complete his return on said 
cargo. I demurred at this, andtold him I did not think 
I could give him so much, as the partics abroad in my 
opinion would not stand it. Several days having 
passed by without my hearing from Cocheu, or that 
be had as yet made a return for said cargo, I inclosed 
to his address by post to No, 234 Keap-street, Brook- 
lyn, two one-hundred-dollar bills, and requested him 
to hurry up the return on said cargo. I did 
not register said letter, as Cocheu told 
me he would receive no money by 
check or _ registered letter. The payment of 
the 200 as above, proved successful, as Cocheu made 
the return within a few days. Subsequently I sent 
Cocheu $85 additional. This money was sent by my 
megsenger, 2 man named Burke. Burke knew the let- 
ter contained money, as I showed it to him as I sealed 
it, and cautioned him to be careful of it. 
Burke told me ne delivered the same at Cocheu’s 
oftice, but_as Cocheu was not in he left it ou his desk. 
I paid Cocheu $385 in all, in ordertto get him to com- 
plete his returns on this cargo of potatoes, but 
Cocheu considered me still In his debt for the differ- 
ence between $385 and $500, and has called at my 
office three or four times for the difference of $115 
and said he did notthinkI was acting square with 
him. In my opinion I do not consider that Cocheu 
was entitlea toacent, but lam fully convinced that 
without having made the aforesaid paymentsto him I 
never would have succeeded in getting the return of 
said cargo from him. I will say here that the one- 
hundred-doliar bill handed Covcheu by me was handed 
to him in the street after we left my office.”’

“SEMIRAMIDE” AT THE ACADEMY. 

No one present last might at the Academy 
of Music will ever forget the proformance of Ros- 
sini’s opera ‘‘Semiramide.”’ It was the perfection 
of the vocal art,a complete example of the mean- 
ing of the eomposer, and a beautifal illustration 
of the florid Italian school of composition which 
Rossini has madeillustrious. It has already been re- 
corded in THe Times that “Semiramide” was superb- 
ly given on the occasion of the début of Mme. Scalchi 
with the same artists who were in the cast last 
night. It is not a subject of wonder that after 
the magniticent representation then given the 
house was filled to overflowing last even- 
ing, and that many of the auditors, including 
a number of ladies, were compelled to listen 
to the opera from the lobbies without an oppor- 
tunity to vatch a view of the stage. No more 
brilliant and appreciative audience has been 
assembled in the Academy of Music, and the truth- 
ful statement of the case is that the principal at- 
traction was Mme. Scalchi. The first impression 
made by this great artist was confirmed last 
night, and the secret of her success was apparent. 
Her voice is of exquisite feminine quality, with a 
sympathetic character that instantly wins the 
attention of the audience, She sings so well, with 
such exuberance and volume of tone, such confi- 
dence, and withal such perfectly artistic modesty, 
that it is difficult to characterize her performance 
within the limits of criticism. It is, how- 
ever, a matter of record that no such 
contralto has been heard in New-York 
in the memory of this generation, 
and if Mme. Scalchi has ever before been equaled 
it is not within the recollection of any one who is 
alive and able to go to the opera to-day. In the 
first act of the ‘‘Semiramide,” in which she has a 
conspicuous part, Mme. Scalchi sang beautifully and 


| inthe mostartistic style. ‘‘ Oh come da quel di” and 


**D’un tenero amore”’ were alike exquisitely ren- 
dered, and from the first notes with which she 
makes her appearance on the stage she held the 
audience spellbound by the magnetic influence 
of her presence and the lovely quality of 
her voice, in addition to her dramatic 
force and the elegance of her _ vocaliza- 
tion. In the third act, in the duets 
with Semiramide, Mme. Scalchi distinctly carried 
off the honors of the occasion. She sang with 
taste and artistic inspiration, subordinating her 
magnificent voice to the soprano, and sup- 
plementing every note of the other part with a 
rich, full tone that was a perfect treat to 
hear. Let us hope that Mr. Mapleson will give us 
an opporiunity in the Spring to listen again to this 
greatest of contraltos. It was very evident last 
night that the public will fill the house at every 
occasion for which she is announced. Mme. 
Patti’s “ Semiramide” has been before noticed 
and did not differ from her former representation. 
She was in good voice, and, under the stimulus of 
the presence of Mme. Scaichi, gave more attention 
and energy to the interpretation of her réle than ia 
her wont on ordinary “ Patti nights.’ In the 
third act she sang her part in the concerted 
music as only she can sing it. M. Durat was 
not as good as on the occasion of the first repre- 
sentation of the opera, but he was nevertheless 
quite satisfactory, and the minor parts, chorus, 
and orchestra were eaual to the occa- 
sion and were well directed by Signor 
Arditi. Expressions of enthusiasm were unlimited, 
and the principal artists were repeatedly called be- 
fore the curtain.

KILLED BY HIS INSANE BROTHER, 
Str. Louis, Dec. 29.—News of a deplorable 
tragedy comes from Monroe County. Three weeks 
ago a young man named Staten got mar- 


ried and took his wife to his mother’s 
house to live. A younger brother viewed 
the marriage with great disfavor, and, after brood- 
ing over the matter for two weeks, he 
rose from his bed early last Sunday morn- 
ing, and without dressing went to his 
brother’s room and shot and killed 
him while asleep at his wife's side.

THE RECORD OF ORIME. 


BURRETT 'SEYMOUR'’S FORGERY—DEEDS OF 
VIOLENCE—COUNTERFEITERS CAPTURED. 


Boston, Dec. 29.—Burritt G. Seymour, 
known as Merritt Seymour, of New-York, who 
has been confined in the Charles-Street Jail, in this 
city, since September last on a charge of receiving 
and disposing of some $20,000 worth of bonds 
stolen from a safety deposit vault in this 
city, January last, will be taken to New-York for 
trial. Itis said that it was for want of evidence 
he was not tried here, and that Detective 
Adams, of New-York City, has come to Bos- 


ton for the purpose of taking him back, 
Seymour is anxious to return to New- 
York, where he can obtain bail. Earlyin January 
the safe of Mr. Foote, of Salem, Mass,, in 
the safety deposit vault at No. 40 State- 
street, this city, was robbed of $20,000 in 
Government bonds and $14,000 in Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad bonds. About 
the same time a clerk employed in the vaults dis- 
appeared and has not since been heard from. In- 
vestigation has developed the fact that a man 
whose right name is unknown hired a 
safe in the vaults for the purpose 
facilitating the exeeution of a robbery 
and that, in collusion with the clerk he abstracted 
these securities from Foote’s safe. The negotia- 
tion of the stolen bonds was afterwards traced, it 
is alleged, to Seymour, who was then arrested 
in New-York on a charge of receiving stolen 
property. In working up the case the 
officers made the discovery of five forged 
Greene Cotinty (N. Y.) bonds of $500 each, 
which, it is claimed, are the work of 
Seymour. An indictment was procured 
in New-York, and, the necessary papers 
having been presented by the New-York 
officers now here, Seymour, who cannot be held in 
Boston, will be taken to New-York to-morrow 
morning. Hedoes not know yet that he is charged 
with forgery. 

A gambling establishment on Tremont-street, 
known as * The Royal,’’ was raided this afternoon 
and handsome “‘Jayouts"’ to the value of $3,000 
were seized. There was no game in progress at 
the time of the raid, and no arrests were made. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—Isadore J. Hursh 
and Francis A. Adams, who pleaded guilty mm Au- 
gust last to having conspired with Rudolph Guth 
to defraud the Firemen’s Insurance Company, 
and who had been used as witnesses 
against Guth, were this morning brougit before 
Judge Peirce for sentence. His Honor said that he 
had been informed that the defendants had ren- 
dered the Commonweaith some service in securing 
the conviction of Guth. They had been in prison 
for 16 months, and in view of all the circumstances 
of their ease he would sentence them to 50 days 
from Aug. 30, 1882, which would discharge them. 

A sentence of one year was this afternoon im- 
posed by Judge Fell upon Charles Jacques, who 
was convicted some time ago of receiving stolen 
goods in connection with Edward Jacques and 
Charles Gardiner. 


CounciL BuuFFs, Iowa, Dec. 29.—The case 
ot Harry J. Carpenter, of Wheeling, West Va., who 
was arrested for bigamy a few weeks ago, was put 
on trial in the District Court last night, and the 
case concluded at noon to-day with a verdiet of 
guilty. The prisoner cannot be sentenced for three 
days, Carpenter's second wife is a child not more 
than 15 years of age, and is soan to become a 
mother. The defendant left his own family in 
Wheeling in destitute circumstances. Business 
men here raised a sum of money and sent for the 
first wife to testify. 

CotumBvs, Ohio, Dec. 29.—William Nugent, 
a saloon-keeper at Plain City, Madison County, was 
shot and killed by his son-in-law, Jasper O. Haver, 
at 6 o’clock this evening, Business differences 
had caused bad blood between them. Tho mur- 
derer escaped. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 29.—Six clerks in Cars- 
ley’s dry goods establishment have been arrested 
on a charge of systematic robbery of goods, which 
has been going on for 12 months, It is believed 
that the loss will amount to several thousand dol- 
lars. Other arrests are expected. 


MERIDEN, Conn., Dec. 29.—Edward Knowl- 
ton and Charles Stiles, aged respectively 11 and 8 
years, of Wallingford, confessed, upon being ar- 
rested this afternoon, that it was they who at- 
tempted to wreck the up passenger train from 
New-York on Tuesday, about three miles below 
this city, by placing a tie on the track. They say 
they were prompted to the deed by a desire to get 
revenge because an employe of the road had driven 
them off the tracks. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 29.—The Secret Service 
Agent now operating in West Virginia ‘tele- 
graphs from Parkersburg the arrest of Jacob 
Stull and Jacob Hashman, counterfeiters, 
These arrests break up a gang of 
11 persons who were making and circulating coun- 
terfeit money in the State, and With them were 
taken all their implements for the manufacture of 
the spurious coin. 


ALBANY, Dec. 29.—George Ketchum, who 
was sentenced from Tioga County to Auburn Prison 
for 10 years for abortion, has had his sen- 
tence commuted to four years by Gov. Cor- 
nell, and the sentenee of Richard Austin, 
convicted in New-York of selling lottery tickets, 
and sentenced to one year’s imprisonment and to 
pay a fine of $250, has been commuted to a fine of 
$1,500 additional. 

CaicaGo, Dec. 29.—John Pany, a book- 
keeper for Messrs, Beveridge & Dewey, private 
bankers, was arrested last night, aud held in $5,000 
bail, on acharge of forging to the extent of $4.500 
by a sdstem of fraudulent checks, in collusion 
with a bar-tender in a large saloon. The bar-tender 
has not yet been arrested. 


C. M. Silliman, manager of the freight and trans- 
portation department of the Furst & Bradley Man- 
ufacturing Company, has been missing several 
days. The firm claims that he has absconded, and 
that a partial examination of his books shows 
an embezzlement of $500, with probabilities that it 
will amount to thousands of dollars.

SCENES AT A TAMMANY PRIMARY, 


A CHINESE PYROTECHNIC BOMB EXPLODES IN 
A BAR-ROOM. 

A primary meeting of the Sixth Assem- 
bly District to elect delegates to the Tammany 
Hall General Committee was held last evening at 
William Geoghegan’s liquor saioon, No. 542 Grand- 
street. Round:man Charles Wandling, of the Thir- 
teenth Precinct, and several patrelmen were sent 
there to preserve the peace, as there was trouble 
anticipated between the followers of the leader, 
Matthew Patten, and the aspirant to the position, 


William Geoghegan. Patten’s chances were poor, as 
his leadership, it was claimed, had eost Tammany 
Hall an Assemblyman and an Alderman, and 
the fiat had gone ferth from the wigwam that he 
was to be deposed. He appeared to be submissive 
until the last moment, when he got upa ticket 
in opposition to Geoghegan’s, and _ threat§ 
ened to endeavor to elect it by meas- 
ures! with which”. Tammany 4Hall and _ its 
adherents are familiar. The voters strung 
into Cannon-street, and the balloting went on in 
the bach parlorof the groggery. Geoghegan’s in- 
spectors were William Reilly and Francis Archer, 
and Francis Eisman was Patten’sinspector. The 
election went on quietly until a few minutes be- 
fore the close of the polls, at 9 o’clock. Some one, 
in fun or in malice, siunk into the saloon 
with a large Chinese pyrotechnic bomb 
about four inches in diameter incased in 
wicker, which he placed lighted in the angle 
of the saloon at Cannon and Grand streets, be- 
tween a cask of whisky which lay with the heads 
horizontally and a double row of casks. The ex- 
plosion scared a crowd of voters drinking at the 
bar, broke plate-glass windows worth $100, put out 
the lights in the bar-room, knocked a cake of 
plaster from the ceiling, and burst a head of the 
whisky barrel, spilling good liquor. No one 
was hurt. As soon as the bomb exploded, 
a dozen men, said to be followers of Patten, 
acted as if they knew what was to occur, and 
made for the room in which the balloting} was 
going on. The policeman stopped them and a few 
more votes were taken. The count stood, Geoghe- 
gan’s ticket, 741: Patten’s, 51. There was some 
grumbling and threatening over the result, and 
many malicious reports were taken to the Police, 
but they were not of a nature to warrant 
them in making any arrests. The Tammany Hall 
men on Geoghegan’s side openly accused the Pat- 
ten gang of having exploded the bomb to enable 
them to get at and remove the ballot-boxes in the 
confusion. Tne Patten men defied the Geoghe- 
ganites to substantiate their charge. Tammany 
Hall will investigate.

HONORING CONGRESSUAN JAMES. 


A DINNER AT WHICH FREE TRADE AND 
OTHER SUBJECTS WERE DISCUSSED. 


Congressman-elect Darwin R. James, of 
Brooklyn, was the recipieat last evening of a com- 
plimentary dinner at Delmonico’s, tendered to him 
by the members of the New-York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, of which body he is the Secre- 
tary. He was greeted by nearly 150 friends, each 
of whom felt a speeial pride in the eleetion of Mr. 
James. The guests met in the parlors on 
the second floor, and after most of them had 
had an opportunity to shake hands with 


the Congressman-elect dinner was announced. 
Ambrose Snow, President of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, sat at the centre of the raised 
guests’ table. On his right sat Mr. James and on 
his left was Mr. Peter Cooper, who is seldom seen 
at an evening dinner. Ameng others who 
occupied seats at the President’s and oth- 
er tables were Collector William H. Robert- 
sen, George W. Lane, Congressman John H. 
Reagan, of Texas; Judge Noah Davis, Con- 
gressman 8. 8S, Cox, the Rev. L. R. Foote, Sta‘e 
Senator John G. Boyd, Congressman-elect Felix 
Campbell, of Brooklyn; Bernard Peters, Waldo 
Hutchins, Congressman-elect O. B. Potter, Corpora- 
tion Counsel John A. Taylor, of Brooklyn; Simon 
Sterne, William H. Riley. F. B. Thurber, F. P. 
Earle, ex-Senator F. A. Schroeder, L. E. Chitten- 
den, the Rev. M. R. Schermerhorn, of the Channing 
Memorial Churoh, Newport; H. K. Thurber, John F, 
Henry, Dr. E. P. Miller. Henry Clausen, Jr., Henry 
E. Nesmith, A. B. Miller, H. B. Claflin, Gen. S, F. 
Carey, Demas Strong, W. H. Waring, W. D. Mar- 
vel, Lawson B. Beli, L. M. Bates, Birdseye Blake- 
man, Gen. J. V. Meserole, John E. Stow, Milton 
Knapp, Samuel Crump, William H. Arnoux, L. 
J. N. Stark, R. A. Bacon, W. T. Moore, W. 
J. Carmichael, Peter Imrie, W. H. H. James, 
W. P. Abendroth, Louis Sterne, Thomas Reid, 
James H. Seymour, O. H. Jadwin, William Taylor,

After the diners had done full justice to a capital 
menu, President Snow interrupted the popping of 
corks and announced that it was time to listen toa 
few speeches. He spoke in terms of high com- 
pliment of the guest of the evening, and then 
called upon Collector Robertson to respond to the 
first regular toast—** The President of the United 
States.” The Presidency, Mr. Robertson re- 
plied, was worthy of the highest ambition 
of the best men in _ the land, and there 
could be no more laudable ambition than to so 
conduct the office that the Administration would 
eompare with that of Washington and Lincoln. 
The speaker referred to the greatness of the 
United States and of the City of New-York. The 
second toast, ‘The State of New-York,’’ was re- 
sponded to by Senator Boyd. Simon Sterne 
spoke of “The City of New-York.” Iltjwas mar- 
velous, he said, that the City had grown so much 
when it had great obstacles in the way. No city in 
the country had been so misgoverned. Our navi- 
gation laws were a direct injury to the City, and 
yet our commerce had increased. Our port charges 
were higher than elsewhere. We had been ex- 
pioited by steam-heating companies and 
telegraph companies, but, abeve ali, we had 
had to contend against tne mest insidious 
discrimination against our trade and commerce. 
With such a discrimination commerce in any other 
City would have heea wiped out. The next senti- 
ment was “The City of Brooklyn,’”’ responded to 
by Corporation Counsel Taylor. President Snow 
then called on all the diners to “charge 
their glasses” to drink the health of Dar- 
win R. James. The Congressman-elect was 
greeted with hearty cheers as he thanked his 
friends for the compliment they were giving him. 
Mr. James spoke briefly, and confined himself to 
the work of the Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion. That body, he said, had only one thing 
in view—to place New-York where she be- 
longed—in the front rank of the com- 
mercial cities of the Union. He spoke 
of the eight years’ agitation kept up b 
the board in favor of the Railroad Commission bill 
which finally became a law, and said he believed 
the politica! overturning at the recentelection was 
largely due to the information disseminated by the 
board. In conclusion, Mr. James promised to do 
his duty in Congress. 

“Trade and Transportation,” the next toast, 
was responded to by Congressman John H. Rea- 
gan. The United States had, he said, not less than 
$30,000,000,000 of internal commerce and $1.500,- 
000,000 of foreign commerce each year. There 
were 105,000 miles of railroads, representing 
a capital of $5,000,000,000 in money. We 
had to pay $350,000,000 a year _ interest 
on this capital, and a larger sum for repairs to the 
roads. All our vast commerce was subject to the 
will, avarice, and exactions of the managers of 
these reads, without one line of law to protect it. 
Discrimination was made by the roads be- 
tween persons and between cities. What Mr. 
Reagan wanted was a law to prohibit dis- 
crimination in freight rates, to prohibit the 
pooling of freights, and to prohibit the charging of 
higher rates for a short haul! than fora long one— 
simply by law to strike down the power to do 
wrong, Much could be done, Mr. Reagan con- 
tinued, to improve our merchant marine. The 
idea seemed to be that there was no way 
to do so but by _ subsidies. What we 
wanted was not to give more boun- 
ties, but to take off those now given. 
We should reduce the bounties down until we got 
enough to run the Government, pay the interest on 
the national debt, and slowly pay the principal of 
the debt. If we would employ the capital we had 
we must get down to the level of the rest of the 
world. We must manufacture as other people 
did, without increasing the cost of material teo 
much to compete with foreign markets. It would 
be a wise Lynde tolet an American buy asbip just 
as he would buy anything else, and putit under the 
American flag. Congressman Cox foliowed Mr. Rea- 
gan in response to the torst, ‘* Our Law-makers.” 
Our mercantile msrine, he said, needed, above 
all things, free materials to build ships. Failing 
that, we needed the right to go where we please 
to buy our ships, and to put them under our flag. 
Our navigation laws were barbarous. For twenty 
odd vears the protectionists had had all the pre- 
tection they wanted, and where did our merchant 
marine stand now? Mr. Cox was interrupted 
several times by an ardent protectionist, and there 
was a lively interchange of sharp sailies. Judge 
Davis spoke of ‘Our Law Expounders,”’ Bernard 
Peters talked about **The Press,”’ the Rev. M. R. 
Schermerhorn responded to ** The Pulpit,” and F. 
B. Thurber concluded tbe formal speech-making 
with some remarksabout *‘ The Merchant Citizen’”

THE RESEARCHES OF THE COMMIT- 
TEE ON CORNERS. 
RETICENCE OF MR. ROCKEFELLER AND MR. 

BREWSTER—WHAT CROKER KNEW OF 


CORNERS—FOLLETT’S SPECULATIONS, 


A modest, unpretentiaus-looking man, with 
asomewhat high forehead. thin, grayish hair, and 
black mustache, quietly sat down in the witness’s 
chair during the session of the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Corners and Futures in the Metropolitan 
Hotel, yesterday. He was piainly attired in black, 
and wore no jewelry ornaments. He was scrupu- 
lously respectful and polite in his demeanor toward 
the committee, and, although he gave replies to 
not more than one in twenty of the questions pro- 
pounded to him he gave not-the slightest evidence 
of impatience or irritation. This man was Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller, President of the Standard 
Oil Company, from whom the committee’s counsel 
sought to extract information relative to the in- 
ternal affairs of the great oil monopoly. Mr. Rock- 
efeller replied to the questions that were put to 
him in a low tone ot voice and with great deliber- 
ation. Mr. 8S. C. T. Dodd, the solicitor of the com- 
pany, sat at his elbow and instructed him from 


time to time as to what questions it was expedient 
for him to auswer. At the outset it was an- 


nounced by both the witness and his counsel that 


such questions as, in their opinion, came within 
the scope of the committee’s jurisdiction, and re- 
lated to the subject under consideration, would be 
freely and promptly answered. 

Mr. Rockefeller stated that his residence was in 
Cleveland, Ohio, where he had lived for 28 years. 
He was in New-York frequently, but had no resi- 
dence here. He had been President of the Standard 
Oil Company since its organization. He wasasked 
to name the Trustees and Directors of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, and after a long pause declined 
to do so onthe ground that the question was not 
pertinent. He also declined to state where any of 
the Trustees or Directors resided. He said that the 
organization of which Mr. Benjamin Brewster (a 
previous witness) was Vice-President, and of which 
Clement A. Griscom, of Philadelphia, was Presi- 
dent, was the National Transit Company. It was 
organized in Pennsylvania. The witness declined 
to state whether any of the Directors of this cor- 
poration were connected with the Standard Oil 
Company. Mr. Rockefeller was asked whether he 
Was a Trustee in the Standard Oil Trust, and he de- 
clined toanswer. He likewise deetined to state 
whether the Standard Oil trust had issued certifi- 
cates of stock representing a capital amounting to 
Rbout $70,000,000, or whether dividends of 6 per 
roe per annum had been paid on that amount of 
capital. 

Mr. Chittenden—Do you not hold stock in 
Standard Oil Trust to the amount of $2,500,000 

The Witness—I decline to auswer. 

Mr. Chittenden—Has not substantially the entire 
property of the Standard Oil Company of Ohio, 
tneluding shares of stock of other corporations 
owned by it, amounting in all to about $70,000,000, 
been conveyed to that trust ? 

The Witness—I deeline to answer. | 

Mr. Chittenden—Did not that trust, in 1881, di- 
vide about $10,000,000 among its shareholders ? 

The Witness—I decline to answer. 

Various other questions were put by the counsel 
fer the committee relating to the supposed con- 
nection between the Standard Oil Trust and the 
Standard Oil Company, but Mr. Rockefeller per- 
Bistently refused to give anyinformation. He de- 
viined to say whether the Standard Oil Company or 
any of its adjuncts paid taxes in this State or had 
made any returns tothe Controller ef this State. He 
thought that there were 30 or 40 oil refineries in the 
country not owned or controlled by the Standard, 
but declined to give the names of any of them. The 
greater portion of the oil purchased by the Stand- 
ard was refined in New-York and Philadelphia. 
Much the larger part of the oil, the witsess said, 
was refined in the neighborhood of this City. That 
oil was purchased in the oil-fields, but Mr. Rocke- 
feller declined to say who made the purebases or 
who made the contracts for its shipment. He was 
of the opinion that the purchases of the companies 
with whieh he was connected exceeded one-half of 
the annual production. Mr. Chittenden asked the 
witness whether he was connected with the Equita- 
ble Gas Company recently organized in this City, 
and whether he and his associates did not substan- 
tially control the new company. Mr. Rockefeller 
disciaimed any knowledge of the new gas com- 
pany, except what he had gathered from a casual 
reading of the newspapers. He did not know that 
the capital stock was $20,000,000, and declined to 
answer a question as to how much of the stock he 
owned. He did not know Mr. Stern, the President 
of the new company, and had never seen him. 
Mr. Rockefeller refused to state whether or not the 
Standard Oil Company had recently gone into the 
business of raising cattle, and also declined to an- 
swer the query as to whether the Standard had 
not entered into leases for a large tract of grazing 
land in the Indian Territory. After Mr. Chit- 
tenden bad completed his line of questioning, Sen- 
ator Boyd turned to Mr. Rockefeller and asked 
bim whether he desired to make any voluntary 
stat: ment to the committee. After some delibera- 
tion the taciturn President of the Standard Oil 
Company said ** No,” and quietly gave up his chair 
to the next witness. 

Benjamin Brewster, Vice-President of the Na- 
tional Transit Company. wasrecalied. He listened 
to two or three questions put by Mr. Chittenden, 
and, ‘urning abruptly to Senator Boyd, said: ** Mr. 
Chairman, I have listened to the interrogations of 
counsel with great surprise. His policy seems to 
me to be a drag-net thai is perfectly transparent. 
1 do not think his questions are asked in good faith, 
with a view of carrying out the purpose for which 
this committee was appointed.” ‘Tbe testimony 
eicited from Mr. Brewster in the course of a brief 
examination failed to show any significant facts 
bot stated upon his previous examination. He 
claimed that the Standard Oil Company did not 
control the market prices for refined oil. 

William J. Hutchinson said that he was a mem- 
ber of the late firm of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., 
dealers im stocks and bankers. That firm was at 
one time holders of a large amount of common 
stock of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad. 
The first purchases were made about Feb. 1, 1881. 
The price was then about 50. Kennedy, Hutchin- 
son & Co. bought and sold a great deal of this 
stock. One day the stock went up to 95, the 
next day it rose to 200, and within two or 
three days after that it was bid up to 
$50. The witness remembered the corner in 
North-western Railroad stock. He thought that 
Jay Gould and others, whom he did not care to 
mention, started this corner. The stock started 
ft 8 and went up to 250. It was reported that the 
“short” interest was very large and that the 
* shorts” lost a very large amount of money. Mr. 
Hutchinson said that the practice of locking up 
money was for the purpose of affeeting the price 
of stocks. 

Mr. Chittenden—How is the locking up of money 
brought about? 

The Witness—It is done by parties going into 
the Stock Exchange in the morning and bor- 
rowing from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. They do 
not take the money, but in the afternoon pay 
the interest on it, so that it cannot be released. In 
that way the prices of money end of stoeks are 
affected forthe day. There isa. 9a way of lock- 
ing up greenbacks by checking them out of the 
banks and literally locking them up. These va- 
Fious processes of locking up money happen sev- 
eral timesa year. Their repetition depends upon 
the prominent operators in Wall-street. 

Mr. Chittenden—Is it not practicable for half a 
dozen prominent operators in Wali-street to con- 
hed the entire stock market for several days ata 
time 

The Witness—There are times when a few men, 
strong financially, can get together and control the 
market. It depends a great deal on external cir- 
sumstances. 

Mr. Hutchinson thought that about seven-eighths 
of the business done in Wall-street was of a specu- 
lative character. Speculation had increased rap- 
= during the last 15 years. 

lisha A. Packer, a coal-dealer of this City, testi- 
fied that he had been in the coal! business for about 
85 years, and he eonsidered himself familiar with 
that branch of trade so far as it pertained to an- 
thracite coal. At a rough guess he thought the 
amount of coal brought to this market in a year 
was about 2,500,000 tons. Tiis coal came princi- 
pally from Schuylkill, Carbon, Luzerne, and Lacka- 
Wanna Counties, in Pennsylvania. At least nine- 
teen-twentieths of the coal came from those four 
counties, and nearly al! of this coal was mined and 
brought here by six companies, viz.: The Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Company, the Reading Company, the 
elaware and Lackawanna Coal Company, the 
elaware and Hudson Coal Company, the Lehigh 
Valley Coal Company, and the New-Jersey Central 
Railroad Company. ‘These companies substan- 
tially controlled the production and transportation 
of anthracite coal. With regard to the royalties 
paid to the owners of mines by the vig agen 
working the mines, the witness said that the old 
leases averaged 25 cents per ton. At present the 
royalties in the Lehigh region were about 50 cents 
per ton, and in the Wilkesbarre region the royal- 
ties would average about 35 cents. 

Mr. Chittenden—What is the cost per ton of min- 
lng anthracite coal? 

The Witness—It varies. Last year the cost of 
mining coal, I should say, was about $1 25 per ton. 
It cost about that to mine the coal and put it in the 
vars. That amount was exclusive of royalties. 

The average distance from the Pennsylvania 
coal mines to the various points om the Hudson 
River and the New-York Bay, where their coal was 
delivered, the witness said. was estimated to be 
about 150 miles. The cost of transportation from 
the coalefields to tide-water fluctuated,and was 
based on the price of ceal at tide-water. This 
method of fixing the freight tariff was considered 
by the miners as being as fair and equitable as any 

method that could be agreed upon. The lowest 
freight on coal that the witness could remember 
was 24 cont a ton per mile, or about 75 cents per ton. 
He had known tae rate to be as high as 154 cents 
per tun per mile, or about $2 perton, The cost of 
transportation varied according to the market 
price of coal. The railroads owned the cars, which 
were loaded by the producers at the mines and un- 
foaded atthe point of shipment by the railroad 
bompanies. The witness thought the retailers gen- 
trally got a profit of about 50 cents. Inreply to a 
Smeg by Senator Boyd the witness admitted 
that the proprietors of mines had been im the habit 
pf shutting down work in the mines in order to 
pontrol the price of coal. This he said was done 
in the interest of the miners and transportation 
cpompanies. 

Senator Boyd—Then the interest of the public is 
hot considered ° 

The Witness—I am not aware that it is, but Ido 
not think the public suffers. 

Senator Boyd—Then there is o combinatien 
among the producers of coal to keep the supply 
thort ip order to keep up the price? 

The Witness—I suppose I cannot object to your 
tiewing the matter in that light. 

George L. Pease, of Brooklyn, manufacturer and 
jmnerchant. stated that he was one of the Assignees

of Alonzo Follett, the note broker. who failed last 
September. He had known Mr. Follett for five or 
six years and thought that he was the most exten- 
sive note broker in this City, with one exception. 
Mr. Follett had a better lot of customers than any 
broker in the City. The witness had examined 
Foljett’s books since the failure, and trom the 
books and _ other sources, he had ascertained that 
Follett had sold a large amount of the notes of his 
customers and used the money himself. The 
present impression was that there had been 
on! three failures in connection with 
¥ollett. One corporation failed with him 
and the two ether persons failed before 
he did. Besides these three failures there were two 
or three indorsers who were crippled by Follett’s 
failure. The amount of paper that went to pro- 
test in consequence of Follett’s failure was be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. This paper was 
held by a large number of banks and trust compa- 
nies in this Citv. Mr. Pease stated that he had 
conversed with Mr. Follett before the latter's fail- 
ure about his speculating in corn. He accused 
Follett of speculating, and wanted to find out 
about it, as he was one ofjFollett’s customers. The 
latter was, however, reticent, and the witness 
could not remember that there was any talk about 
Follett’s getting up acornerincorn. He had since 
found out that Mr. Follett was engaged in a large 
grain speculation in September, 1881. 

Mr. Chittenden—Have you ascertained from an 
examination of Follett’s books the total amount of 
his losses in that transaction ? 

The Witness—I have, but as an AssigneeI do 
not not know as I have any right to disclose such 
knowledge. , 

Mr. Chittenden—I think you have a right to an- 
swer 4 question. The amount of Mr. Follett’s 
loss in that speculation is known toa great many 
people, Don't you know that Follett and his asso- 
Ciates lost in that transaction more than $400,000? 

Tho Witness (smiling)—Well, if you should guess 
that the amount of the loss was a little over $400,- 
000 I should say that you were a very good Yankee. 

Mr. Chittenden—Have you ever ascertained how 
much corn Follett and his associates bought in 
September, 1881? 

The Witness—I have not. 

Mr. Cuittenden—You have not heard that they 
bought more.than $20,000,000 bushels ? 

The Witness--I have heard so, but I have no posi- 
tive knowledge on that point. j 

Mr. Pease said that he had traced other large 
losses in Follett’s business prior to the corn specu- 
lation. Follett’s direct liabilities were $1,800,000, 
and his direct and contingent liabilities amounted 
to about $9,500,000, on their face. The witness did 
not think:that Follett’s estate would paya divi- 
dand to exceed 10 percent. Follett met with fre- 
quent losses in stock speculations during the year 
previous to his failure. Had the witness and 
others of Follett’s customers known that he was 
speculating they would not have given him a dol- 
lar’s worth of commercial paper to seil. 

Elmore H. Walker, the statistician of the New- 
York Produce Exchange, gave the committee 
some information about the amount of grain busi- 
ness done in this market. He was asked various 
questions eoncerning the methods of doing busi- 
ness on the Produce Exchange, but he qualified his 
answers by reminding the committee that he was 
not practically in the business of buying and sell- 
ingoern. He said that the cash sales on the Ex- 
change were chiefly oft call. Very little cash busi- 
ness was done on call. The quantity of wheat sold 
onthe Produce Exchange in 1881 was 488,364,200 
bushels; the quantity of corn sold during the 
same period was 233,839,000 bushels. The crop of 
wheatin this country in 1881 amounted to about 
381,000,000 bushels. The crop of cornin 1881 was 
about 1,120,000,000 bushels; 44,297,000 bushels of 
wheat eame tothe New-York market in 1881 and 


| 41,788,000 bushels were exported, leaving about 


3,000,000 bushels for home consumption. About 
45,932,000 bushels of corn came to New-York in 
1881, of which 31,614,000 bushels were exported. In 
the export trade the sales were both for cash and 
future delivery. More than one-haif of the sales 
were for cash. Speculative sales of wheat and 
corn were cenfined within one-half of the gross 
amounts of each annually exported. Fiourdid not 
enter into speculative business in the Produce Ex- 
change. About 90 per cent. of the salesof both 
wheat and corn were for future delivery. The 
number of bushels of grain sold in New-York in 
one year exceeded the entire crop of the country. 

Mr. Chittenden—Each bushel will be soia 20 times 
over, will it not? 

The Witness—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Chittenden—Do you think that this great 
number of sales is necessary to legitimate trade? 

The Witness—I suppose legitimate trade could 
get along without so many sales. A large propor- 
tion of the sales are undoubtedly of a speculative 
character. 

Mr. Walker said that the total sales of wheat on 
the Produce Exchange auring the first 11 months 
ef the present fiscal year were about 613,000,000 
bushels; the total sales of corn for the 
same period were 391,000,000 bushels. The 
witness gave it as his opinion thit about 
90 per cent. of the business on the Produce 
Exchange was a speculative business, That is, 80 
far as the business extended to wheat, corn, and 
oms. Hehad known of instances where wheat 
had sold 1 or 2 cents less per bushel for export than 
the price demanded for immediate delivery here. 
Within a monthcorn had been sold for export at 
an advance of 12 or 14 cents per bushel over the 
price for immediate delivery here. That was 
when corn went upto $110 per bushel. Mr. 
Walker thought that sometimes the farmers shared 
in the advance caused by speculation. In the case 
when corn had risen to $1 10 pe? bushel {t had been 
out of the farmers’ hands too long for them te 
reap any pecuniary advantage. 

The committee adjourned subject to the call of 
the Chairman.

While [ have nothing personal 
to say of either of the persons named, I have given 
a few facts showing the reasons, in ,my judgment, 
for the failure of the Co-operative Dress Associa- 
tion. The record of my management is shewn 
by the report at the annual meeting, in 
April, when there was shown a _ profit 
of $5,000 over and above the expenses, while 
$6,000 had been paid to stockholders in 
discount on their purchases, and there was only an 
indebtedness of $14,000, with $18,000Son hand. Let 
business men and stockholders ponder on that 
statement and compare it with thecondition of the 
business at this time, after nine months of other 
management. Mr. Randall has said I bought 
heavily during March and April, but a comparison 
of purchases with sales will satisfy any business 
man that the purchases were not so heavy for the 
business which was done.”

BEYOND OFFICIAL POWER 
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THE PERWUISSION TO SUE THE 
MUTUAL UNION SET ASIDE. 
JUDGE ARNOUX CANCELS THE ORDER, HOLD- 

ING THAT IT W4S PROCURED AFTER AN 


IRREGULAR PROCEEDING. 


The order recently made by Judge Truax 
granting the Attorney-General leave to sue the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company for the for- 
feiture of its charter on the ground that it had 
illegally increased its capital stock from $600,000 to 
$10,000,000 was set aside by Judge Arnoux, in the 
Superior Court, Special Term, yesterday. The 
reason given by Judge Arnoux for his action 1s 
that the Attorney-General procured the order after 
an irregular proceeding. That officer, he declares, 
had no power to delegate to one of the attorneys 
for Jay Gould and William H. Cameron, who were 
joined as relators in the suit, the right to 
sign his (the Attorney-General’s) name te 
the petition for leave to sue. In his 
opinion Judge Arnoux discusses not only 
the technical matters in an interesting manner, 
but also declares that the Attorney-General caznnot 
lawfully receive a retainer from a private indi- 
vidual, a matter which has for some time been the 
subject of animated public discussion. Section 
1,986 of the Code of Civil Procedure, which pro- 
vides that an Attorzey-General may become the 
private counsel of relators in suits begun by him 
in the name of the people and receive eompensa- 
tion from such reiaters, Judge Arnoux holds to be 
clearly in opposition te article V., section 1, of the 
State Constitution. Following is the opinion: 


The questions involved in this motion are not 
only important and novel, but they have been dis- 
cusssed with unusual ability by the several coun- 
sel who have been heard in the course of the argu- 
ment. The most important in its relationto the 
office of the Attorney-General is that of his 
right to accept private retainers under the provi- 
sions of section 1,986 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
It is gratifying toobserve that as public attention 
has been called to this argument this section has 
been universally condemned. A Turkish Kadi dis- 
penses justice to the highest bidder. This is worse, 
forit allows bidding only on one side. If an At- 
torney-General should refrain from bringing an ac- 
tion because he had aceepted money from the 
ee somagg defendant, it would be a clear case of 

ribery, but here he can accept money from the 
relator and thus be influenced by pecuniary con- 
siderations In his official action. This in the forum 
of ethics would be wholly indefensible. It must 
be equally rebrobated in a court of justice. More 
than this, itis contrary to the Constitution: 


The Secretary of State, Controller, Treasurer, and 
Attorney-General shall be chosen ata general election 
and shail hold their offices for two years. Each of the 
officers in this article named sball at stated times dur- 
ing his continuance in office receive for his services a 
compensation which shall not be increased or dimin- 
ished during the term for which he shall have been 
elected; nor shall he receive to his use any fees or per- 
quisites of office or other compensation, [Constitu- 
tion, Article V., section I.} 


The restriction respecting inoreasing or diminish- 
ing during the term of office is limited to the sal- 
ary; the prohibition against fees, perquisites, or 
other compensation is absolute. It is clear that 
this provision of the Code is unconstitutional. 

The next question is the right of the Attorney- 

General to employ counsel. At common law an 
attorney had the right to employ counsel, although 
he could not bind the principal, without his assent, 
to the eompensation to be paid. ‘The distinction 
between employment and compensation of attor- 
neys in cases of trust is well defined. An Hxeeutor 
may retain an attorney, but he cannot biad the 
estate to any compensation he may choose to 
make. District Attorneys often have the assist- 
ance of counsel in criminal prosecutions, for whose 
services the State pays nothing whatever. But 
the attorney would not delegate to such coun- 
sel his position as attorney without his client's 
coneurrence, and this is recognized by the rules of 
this court requiring the consent of the party to an 
order of substitution. The Attorney-General 
stands as any other attorney. He may employ 
counsel, and the statutes giving him such authority 
are simply a recognition of his common law 
powers. He cannot do more in this regard than 
any other attorney, and this I understand to be 
the effect of the decision in the matter of tke At- 
torney-General against the North American Life 
Insurance Company. That a different practice has 
arisen in the office of the Attorney-General may be 
inferred from the language of that distinguished 
officer in a public letter whieh this contention has 
called forth: *‘I took the precaution of having an 
agreement made in writing allowing myse.f, as 
Attorney-General, if I deemed it necessary to step 
in for that purpose, to control the proceedings in 
the case in order that the publicinterest might not 
be jeopardized by any private or personal inter- 
est whatever.” This precaution was wholly. un- 
necessary, for he had the right to do what he 
clainied by the agreement, and he had not the 
power to deprive himself or his successor of tat 
right, 

The right of the Attorney-General to proceed 

without notice to the proposed defendant, and to 
make an ex parte application to the court, is fixed 
by the Code. His proceeding is, in a certain sense, 
analogous to the proceedings of a Gran: Jury, It 
isin the powerof that Jury to summon the ac- 
cused before them, but it is not essential to the va- 
lidity of the indictment. The sections of 
the Code (sections 1798-9) are permissive, not 
oblizatory. The court may direct notice to 
be given. But it can well be understood that 
emergencies may arise where the purpose of the 
aetion would be frustrated if the defendant had 
notice. After the suitis commenced the defendant 
may invoke the action of the court ard may in- 
quire into the regularity of the preliminary pro- 
ceedings, just as a defendant in a eriminal case 
may question the regularity of the organization of 
a Grand Jury and the proceedings to and including 
the indictment. The application to the court for 
leave to sue must be in writing by petition. Tho 
court cannot act on a verbal statement. Petitions 
are constantly presented to the court . for 
leave to sue, and are invariably in writ- 
ing. Whatever is referred to in the pe- 
“ution becomes the basis of the petition, and 
therefore should likewise be in writing and 
should be filed with the petition. The reference 
therefore in the petition to papers which are not 
filed is an irregularity. The order in question hav- 
ing been made ex parte, the only method in which 
it could be brought up for review was that adopted 
by the defendant—that is, to move to set aside the 
order. This does not, in a legal sense, call upon 
one braneh or term of this court to sit in review 
of its equal. It isa matter of every-day practice. 
lf it were necessary to defend it in this case, it 
would be sufficient to say that pro hxc vice the 
court now sitting is the court that granted the or- 
der, the motion having been submitted to the 
Judge who made the order, and he having request- 
edit tobe heard by the Judge now holding the 
Special Term. It is not, however, neces- 
sary to put it on that ground. It is 
the due and proper mode of bringing 
before the court whatever might militate against 
the order itself or might have induced the court to 
have refrained from making the erder in the first 
instance. This motion must stand on the same 
footing with any other order of like character. 

If the positions above taken are correct it fol- 
lows, as a proper sequence, that whenever the 
moving party can show any good cause therefor 
the order granting leave must be vacated, and the 
question then presents itself, Has any such cause 
been shown on this motion? The Jearned counsel 
insist that they have shown cause, both as matter 
of practice and on tke merits. The petition pre- 
seuted purported to have been signed by 
the Atterney-General as follows: “Leslie W. 
Russell,” and was verified by Mr. Work. It 
now appears that the Attorney-General in fact 
never did sign the petition. The act of signing such 
a petition is not a ministerial act, and cannot be 
delegated. The court hasaright to know by the 
signature of the Attorney-General himself that he 
is the petitioner, and to hold him personally respon- 
sibie forthe act. The action of the court upon the 
application for leave must necessarily often de- 
pend upon the reliance that the court places in the 
solemn cunclusion of the Attorney-General as 
manifested by his own application therefor. And 
when the Attorney-General, by the purity of his 
character, and by the ability that he possesses, as is 
the case with the present incumbent of that office, 
obtains the universal confidence of the courts, 
such a petition must commend itself to the 
favorable consideration of any Judge to whom 
it is presented. No attorney, in fact no 
individual petitioner, can delegate to any other 
person the right to sign his name to any such peti- 
tion. This is nota eommon law power, and the 
Attorney-General does not pretend that there is 
ary statutory authority for such proceeding. We 
think this a matter of great importance, and that 
no subsequent ratification can validate it, for, if 
the petition itself might be ratified, there cannot 
be any Sntrusting the conseience of the Attorney- 
General to the keeping of any private counsel, and 
there «annot be any swearing to a petition by 
rey How, then, could this verification be rati- 

ed? swearing to it to-day would ratify the act 
of yesterday. We are, therefore, of the opinion 
that the motion must, for this reason, be granted 
without regard to the merits of the motion. 

Assuming that the petition was regularly before 
the court, with the accompanying papers, was the 
leave to sue properly granted ? Applications to 
the court for leave to sue are of frequent occur- 
rence by persons et in a private fiduciary ca- 
pacity, and the courts have by practice regulated 
these matiers. The court never demands the evi- 
denee upon which the action can be successfully 
maintained, nor does it as a rule require more 
than the most general statement of the right to 
maintain an action. It does require the certainty 
of a complaint. If the Attorney-General had signed 
the petition presented, and that had omitted all 
reference to other papers and tre leave had been 
granted ex parte, accordin;; to the prac- 
tice, this action would have been _ regularly 
instituted. But the pavers pres2nted, assuming 
that the conclusions of the Attorney-General were 
correct, demonstrated’ that that officer would have 
been exceedingly derelict in duty if he had refused 
to bring this action. It the act charged by him 
were proved, then it was a usurpation of power 
and a violation of law. Acorporation cannot ex- 
tend the franchise granted to it, without authority 
of Jaw, or the consent of the State, and this alone 
would have warranted the interferenee of the 
Attorney-General. And if this action can be main- 
tained and the facts therein set forth be estab- 
lished, the-action of the Attorney-General wili be 
justified. It is not the duty of the court to deter- 
mine either of these questions in advance. The 
court may rely upon the judgment of the 
Attorney-General’ in both respects. If he 
has. brought an action that has no 
legal merit, the defendant can have that deter- 
mined byademurrer. Ifthe action has no merit 
as a matter of fact, that can be determined by a 
trial. In whet has been said the court does not 
\ intend to be uuderstood as passing upon these 


» 


questions. Because of the fundamental irregu- 
larity above set forth, the motion to set aside the 
order complained of must be granted, with leave 
to the Attorney-General to take such further 
action in respect thereto as he may be advised, on 
payment of costs of the motion; and in view of the 
contention had before me, I suggest that the de- 
fendant have notice of such action.” 


PANIC IN A CHURCH.

A CHRISTMAS TREE TAKES FIRE AND THE 
PEOPLE BECOME EXCITED. 

The Sunday-school connected with Trinity 
Church, Mount Vernon, Westchester County, had 
their annual Christmas celebration in the church 
on Thursday evening. The room was profusely 
decorated with evergreens, and in the place of the 
time-honored Christmas tree they had what was 
termed a “Jacob’s ladder.” This was a eommon 
wooden ladder trimmed with evergreens, and was 
placed in front of the large east window in the 
chancel and extended from the floor almost to the 


ceiling. The room was fairly packed with the school 
children and the parents and friends of the schol- 
ars. The children, with the teachers, occupied the 
body of the church well in front, and after they 
were seated camp-3too!s were placed in the aisles, 
almost completely blocking them. The children 
had sung several carols, and the distribution of the 
gifts to the children was to follow. To render the 
illumination of the ladder more effective the gas 
was turned down, leaving the body of the church 
quite dark. Unfortunately just at this juncture a 
sudden draught caused a taper to flicker, and, 
fearing it would set fire to some of the evergreen 
trimmings, an attendant mounted a step-ladder 
and tried to straighten it up, but it fellamong the 
inflammable trimmings and in an instant a large 
flame burst up and every one was alarmed. Some 
one called out “ Fire!’ which had the effect of 
creating a panic among the parents anxious for 
their little ones, and all presence of mind was 
apparentiy lost, Arush was made for the doors 
of exit, the inner ones of which opened inward 
instead of outward, but some one had presence of 
mind enough to unbolt and fling them open so that 
they did not cause any obstruction. The greatest 
confusion prevailed, cries and prayers being inter- 
ming!ed in the surging mass of beings endeavoring 
to reach tne outside of the building. The camp- 
stools that had been allowed in the aisles had the 
effect of blockading all exit, and the people, in- 
stead of picking the stools up and throwing them 
on to the seats, pushed them ahead of them until 
a cemplete barrier was raised. The Rev. 8. F. 
Holmes, the Pastor of the churen, and others were 
unable to calm the people. Meanwhile several 
gentlemen had carried the blazing ladder out 
through the chancel door and deposited it out- 
doors. At this juncture Major James Jenkins 
made his appearance, and, making his way intothe 
church, in a commanding voice told the people how 
foolishly they were acting, pointed out to them 
that the ladder had been carried out, and that 
there was no longer any fear from fire or anything 
else, His calm, cool words had the desired effect 
and the panic was stopped. Beyond a few bruises 
no one was seriously hurt. The distribution of the 
gifts was then pr..ceeded with. Major Jenkins was 
the “lion’’ of the evening, and was overwheimed 
with congratulations for his timely words and ser- 
vice. 


BUSINESS WRECKS OF THE YEAR. 


‘ccneiceeiitlieocaags 
FAILURES IN THE UNITED STATES AND 
CANADA AND THE RESULTS. 

From advance sheets of Bradstreet’s tur- 
nished Tue Times, the following figures relative to 
the business disasters of the year are gleaned. 
These figures lack the returns for the last two days 
of the year, but are nearly enough complete for 


purposes of comparison. The total number of 
failures for the year are 7,574, as against 5,929 last 
year and 4,350 in 1880. The total general liabilities 
are $93,599,936, and the total actual assets $47,207,- 
674. There is an increase of about $17,000,000in 
liabilities and $12,000,000 in assets, so that the per- 
centage of the latter to the former is 50 per 
cent., aS against 47 per cent. last year. The 
showing of percentage of assets to liabilities is 
better in the United States thanin Canada, for in 
the Dominion the ; ercentage this year was only 49, 
as against 54 in 1881. Divided by sections, the 
number of failures for the year are as follows: 
New-England States, 1,193; Middle States, 1,752; 
Southern States, 1,532; Western States, 2,240; Pa- 
cific States, 616, and Territories, 118. While the 
total number of failures in the Western States was 
the greatest, the total liabilities were $10,000,000 
less than in the Middle States—$20,710,483, as against 
$30,631,062—and the assets $4,000,000 less—$10,556,- 
840, as against $14,879,664. By quarters of the year, 
the failures were, in the first quarter, 2,146; in the 
second, 1,503; in the third, 1,658, and in the fourth, 
2,267. The reeord of Canada and the Provinces for 
the year was 642 failures, with liabilities of $8,131,- 
285 and assets of $3,944,380. 

In speaking of the division by quarters of the 
total number of failures A7adsireet’s says: ‘It will 
be noted that the number of trade disasters was 
exceptionally larger in both the first and last quar- 
ters of the year, when the blunders of the twelve- 
month have had time toculminate. The reaetion 
that has been going on throughout the country 
must be regarded asasign of returning health. 
There is now good reason for the belief that the 
country is returning, by gradual steps rather than 
by a violent movement, to a point where the swell- 
ing tide of trade will again bring a new excess of 
disasters. When Jan. 1, or settlement day, shall 
have been passed, we will be better able to judge 
as to the healthfulness of the conditions under 
which the new year must be entered upop. Bat, 
while uncertainty abouods, the outlook, at pres- 
ent writing, cannot be regarded as unfavorable. 
The percentage of assets to liabilities, based in 
part upon actual returns and upon well-advised 
estimates, is greater than for 1881. This may be 
regarded as evidence that the unsoundness of 
trade is not so great as has been feared.”’

THE DEATH OF TOBIAS LYNESS. 


The allegation that Tobias Lynass, the engi- 
neer of the Central Park Menagerie, who died on 
Wednesday from a fracture of the skull, had been 
clubbed by a policeman has no foundation in fact. 


Ho received his injuries by falling on the sidewalk 
in Forty-ninth-street while intoxicated. Lyness 
lived with his wifeand mother-in-law on the ground 


floor of the Arlington flats, at No, 154 East Forty- 
ninth-street. An investigation by Coroner Knox 
showed that Lyness on Wednesday afternoon was 
seen staggering along Forty-ninth-street on his way 
home. He fellin front of No. 220and struck the 
back of his head heavily against the curbstone. 
Mr. Frederick Taylor, who lives at No. 222, went 
out and assisted in picking Lyness up from the 
sidewalk. His head was terribly cut and bleeding. 
There were two men with him, and Taylor sug- 
gested that one of them should go for a policeman. 
Inafew moments Patrolman Thomas W. Roe, of 
the Nineteenth Precinct, came along and recog- 
nized Lyness as an old friend, Officer Kee, 
assisted by Mr. Taylor and another citizen, took 
Lyness to his home. In front of the house they 
were met by Daniel Sullivan, the janitor of the 
flats, who relieved Officer Roe, and, taking Lyness 
around the waist, attempted to carry him into the 
house. :He resisted and struck the officer in the 
face with his open hand, over the janitor’s shoul- 
ders. The officer did not return the biow, but 
assisted in carrying Lyness into his apartments. 
He advised Mrs, Dunne, Lyness’s mother-in-law, to 
summon medical aid, and Dr. Wallace, of No. 145 
East Forty-eighth-street, was called in. Lyness 
died that same evening. Mrs. Dunne said yester- 
day that Officer Roe treated Lyness as kindly and 
gently as though he had been his brother, and the 
janitor, Sullivan, made the same statement. Cor- 
oner Knox granted a certificate of death, setting 
forth the cause as intercranial hemorrhage from 
injuries received by a fall.

RECEIVER BEST'S FEES. 

On the petition of Attorney-General Russell, 
Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday granted an order directing William J. 
Best to show cause, on Jan. 2, why his fees as Re- 


ceiver of the National Trust Company should not 
be taxed by the court. The Attorney-General 
states in his petition that Mr. Best was origi- 
nally allowed $36,766 73 fer his fees, but that 
as he (the Attorney-General) insisted that they 
should not be larger than those of an Exec- 
utor controlling an estate of a_ value 
equaltothat of the assets of the National Trust, 
this sum was reduced to $17,52i 42. Since then, 
the Attorney-General says, he has learned that 
Mr. fest retained $52,039 29 out of his trust prop- 
erty in addition to the $36,766 73, making his com- 
pensation amount altogether te $88,806 02. The 
Attorney-General, therefore, protests and asks the 
court to decide how much Mr. Best shall be en- 
titled to take for his compensation. Hestates that 
the affairs of the National Trust Company are now 
in a condition fora final closing of its accounts. 
Almost all its debts have been paid in full, and 
there now remagininthe hands of Receiver Best 
about $300,000 to be divided among its ereditors 
and stockholders.
